One look at Debbie and you know she's 


one of the students school officials are 
talking about when they refer to "dis- 
cipline problems" or "the ones we can't 
reach " 


She's a pretty girl even with heavy 


mnkeup and hair dyed an obviously un- 
natural color. She smokes In quick, sharp 
puffs and holds her clgaret in manner 
seen only among silent movie stars and 
very young girls.

"Nobody ever asked me what I thought 


of school before," she says, looking at 
you with a mixture of suspicion and en- 
thusiasm. "Say It's a prison — and say 
Mr. (the dean at her school) is terrible. 
He doesn't ever listen to you." 


She is warming to her subject now, 


prompted by the expressions of agree- 
ment from her friends. "You know what 
he does?" she asks, once again referring 
to the dean. "He calls kids into his office 


and tells them that if they don't tell him 
all the kids in the school who are using 
drugs he'll suspend them. And you know 
what — he called me a whore once — he 
asked me if I was a prostitute, you know, 
selling my body ..." 


YOU LOOK AT her, braless under a 


tight "shrink" top that stops at her navel 
and you think that maybe the dean 
wasn't trying to be malicious when he 
said that. Maybe he was a frustrated 
adult who hoped the word would some- 
how reach her and shock her into more 
acceptable standards of behavior, 


You remember the principal from an- 


other school who, after sitting through an 
hour-long interview constantly glancing 
at the clock, had admitted he was wait- 
ing for a call from a mother who had 
gone home the night before to decide 
whether to put her son in a miltary 
academy or sign a complaint against 
him in juvenile court, asking that he be 
declared an "uncontrollable juvenile." 


The principal recalled the meeting at 


which the boy's case had been discussed 
by assistant principals, counselors, the 
dean, social workers and a psychologist 
— professionals with literally, hundreds 
of years of education among them. All of. 
them, he said, "were helpless because of 
a snotnosed kid who just won't do any- 
thing he doe&n't want to do." 


You remember that principal's frustra- 


tion as you listen to Debbie. Yes, you 
think, that dean who called her a prosti- 
tute, may have reached that level of frus- 
tration. But, of course, his tactics didn't 
work with Debbie — she simply took the 
remark as one more assault on her dig- 
nity by a system that allows her little 
dignity. 


EVERY HIGH school in the United 


States has some students like Debbie. 
School administrators know it, students 
know it and parents know it. But they 
comfort themselves with the knowledge 
that not all students react the way Deb- 
bie does to high school. 


There also are the honor students, 


who do well and who like their school. 


Claire Thiclen, yearbook editor at Pal- 


atine High School, for example, can say, 
"Palatine is a good school. There's a lot 
of pride here " 


But Claire and her friends have strong 


opinions about student.discipline policies, 
too The hail monitor who patrols outside 
the yearbook office "has an imaginary 
line and you can't cross her line without 
a pass," Claire says. "That's just silly." 


HONOR STUDENTS don't just have 


gripes about discipline policies — they 
have proposals for change. Both Bill 
Busse, former student council president 
at Elk Grove High School, and Adam 
Garmoran from Palatine, favor a system 
that would eliminate the requirement 
that all students attend all classes. 


Garmoran says, "The whole system 


now is directed toward the wrong goals. 
I feel that if a student cuts a class, he's 
the one who misses out. I've suggested a 
system where a student could get his 


teacher's and parent's permission to 
miss a class if he didn't feel he had to 
go." 


Busse's proposal is similar. "I think 


that if you can maintain a 'B' in a class 
and you don't want to go on a certain 
day, I don't think you should have to go. 
Sophomore year I had a friend who had 
a photographic memory and he never 
worked very hard and got A's. He 
shouldn't have to go to class." 


An honor student whose father is, in- 


cidentally, a school administrator, also 
brings up the question of the enforce- 
ment of class attendance. "The school is 
run on a punishment-reward system just 
like you use when you train a dog," lie 
says. "It all comes down to the point of 
whether we're going to school for our- 
selves or for those people in the office," 
he adds. 


DEBBIE AND HER friends find the 


penalties imposed on them ineffective. A 
girl named Vickie says, "They shouldn't

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WHIP changes 
name, prepares 
for '75 election

Wheeling's only declared political par- 


tv has changed its name and Is beginning 
to reorganize in preparation for the 1975 
village elections. 


Formerly known as the Wheeling Inde- 


pendent Party (WHIP), the group has 
changed its name to the Wheeling Im- 
provement Party in anticipation of the 
coming election. State law prohibits a 
party from appearing on the ballot with 
the same name twice unless it files as a 
recognized political party. 


"We can't keep the same name this go 


around, and we'd like to keep WHIP," 
said Otis "Skip" Hcdlund, former candi- 
date for village president. 


The WHIP party has been in existence 


since before the 1971 village elections. 
The party name, however, did not ap- 
pear on the 1971 ballot, and therefore the 
same name was used in 1973. 


HEDLUND SAID WHIP has started a 


membership drive to attract new people 
to the party. "The first thing we're 
doing, we're going through a member- 
ship recruitment program to expand our 
base of operation," he said. "Of course, 
we're going to reorganize a little later as 
far as officers." 


The focus of the first membership push 


is a meeting scheduled for 8 p.m., 
Wednesday. April 3 at Holmes Junior 
High School, 221 S. Wolf Rd. Richard 
Held, special investigator for the FBI, 
will be guest speaker. 


In addition. Trustee Don Jackson is 


scheduled to give a short report on vil- 
lage government and answer questions, 
according to former WHIP campaign 
chairman Sheila Schultz, Jackson was 
elected to the village board on the WHIP 
ticket last year. 


"It is definitely a signal that we are 


reorganizing," Hcdlund said of the meet- 
Ing. "It is the first of several to come. 
There will be meetings on a fairly regu- 
lar basis." 


Although local politicians have been 


talking freely about the coming election, 
WHIP is the first group to publicly begin 
organizing for 1975. The Citizens' Action 
Program (CAP), which includes Trustee 
William Hetn, has not yet announced its 
intentions for the coming village races. 
Incumbent trustees Al Lang, Ron Bruhn, 
Ed Berger and John Koeppen have also 
not made any formal announcement of 
reelection Intentions. 


HEDLUND SAID the meetings will be 


the first step towards recruiting new can- 
didates for the 197S election. "This will 
be part of the whole thing because as you 
know we act very much like a caucus," 
he said. 


A major change in WHIP membership 


and leadership Is not expected, according 
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to Hedlund, "At each election, there's al- 
ways been new faces, new people," he 
said. "But I don't see the same hard core 
not being there." 


While little has been heard from the 


WHIP party since the last election, Hed- 
lund said the group has been meeting 
from time to time. "And of course we do 
have our people there at the village 
board meetings," he said. "It's a loose 
communication, what we have." 


Hedlund said the group has not been 


outspoken because the issues have not 
required comment except in a few cases. 
"The idea is not to have a group out to 
harrass the village trustees or the village 
board," he said. "As programs become 
apparent as things that need to be done, 
we come out and make our views 
known." 


ACCORDING TO Hedlund, WHIP's ap- 


peal will continue to be "good govern- 
ment through citizen participation." He 
said he anticipates the selection of candi- 
dates to begin in the early fall, with peti- 
tions being passed in November or early 
December. The actual campaigning will 
begin in early 1975, Hedlund said. 


Hedlund said Jackson will continue to 


be an active WHIP member throughout 
the coming campaign. "As far as any 
programs we propose, as fair as any 
ideas we have, we will probably ask his 
opinion and advice as to what the village 
board opinion and position would be," he 
said. 


New bus routes 
begin today 
at developments 


High School Dist. 214 buses are sched- 


uled today to begin picking up students 
inside the Cedar Run and Fairway Green 
developments in response to a parent 
request made at the Wheeling village 
board meeting Monday night. 


The parents were concerned that stu- 


dents were waiting for the bus on 111. 
Rte. 83 near the intersection of McHenry 
Road and Cedar Run Drive. A fatal acci- 
dent occurred there last weekend and the 
corner has been the scene of several ac- 
cidents in the past. 


Frank Hendricks, 2103 Thyne Ct., and 


Thomas Young, 1206 Spur Ct., appealed 
to the board to persuade Dist. 214 and 
Dist. 21 to reroute buses so students 
could be picked up at the clubhouses in 
the two complexes. The men were under 
the Impression that elementary students 
attending Field School in Wheeling 
waited for the bus outside the complexes. 
However, a check with Dist. 21 Supt. 
Kenneth Gill Tuesday revealed that ele- 
mentary children are picked up within 
the developments, 


A telephone call from Village Trustee 


William Heln Tuesday prompted Wheel- 
Ing High School Assistant Supt. Frank 
Bohac to direct that the buses go into the 
complexes, pick up high school students 
and turn around. Bohac said the buses 
should begin the new procedure this 
morning. 


"We weren't aware that they were 


having a problem there," Bohac said. 
"It's taken care of now."

Police suspect 'bomb factory* 
Homemade bomb injures man

One of two men police believe were en- 


gaged in operating a "bomb factory" in 
Arlington Heights was severely injured 
yesterday when a device exploded in his 
hand. 


Injured was Mark A. Pearson, 22, of 


122 Des Plaines, Hoffman Estates, who 
was listed in "serious, but stable condi- 
tion" at Northwest Community Hospital. 
He suffered extensive injuries to the en- 
tire left side of his body. 


Police arrested his companion, John 


Kerry Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, for 'possession of ex- 
plosives. Charges were pending against 
Pearson. Completed 
bombs and ex- 


plosives reportedly were discovered in 
the basement of Nichols' duplex house. 


According to police reports, Pearson 


was carrying a pipe bomb, about 22 
inches long and two inches in diameter, 
behind the Nichols' house when the ex- 


plosion ocurred. Nichols was not injured 
by the blast. 


Pipe fragments were imbedded in the 


Nichols' house and broke windows in the 
neighborhood. The explosion was heard 
about a half-mile away. 


NICHOLS REPORTEDLY fled into his 


house after the blast. Arlington Heights 
police later arrested him there. 


Police and FBI agents called into the 


investigation reportedly 
discovered 
a 


bomb factory in the Nichols' basement. 
Black powder, fuses 
and completed 


bombs were taken from the basement, 
police said. 


Members of the Chicago Police De- 


partment bomb squad, also called into 
the case, said the basement had two 
pounds of black powder, lai<ge quantities 
of commercial fireworks and empty fire- 
works cases, ammunition and lengths of 
fuses. 


Twelve finished bombs were also dis- 


covered. They included a six-inch bomb 


Covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and sizes, and other bombs filled 
with nails, buckshot and other material. 
The bombs varied in size from small 
plaster-packed grenades to metal pipes 
about two feet long. 


Arlington Heights police said it was the 


largest cache of explosives ever con- 
fiscated in the village. 


THE BOMBS ALL were homemade 


from explosives taken from ammunition 
or fireworks, police said. No stolen or 
commercially 
manufactured 
devices 


were in the basement, police said. 


Police said they have placed no motive 


on the pair's action yet. One policeman 
said Pearson and Nichols "graduated 
from playing around with firecrackers." 


A neighbor, who asked' not to be identi- 


fied, said, "I 'thought it was all over 
when I heard it and the stuff (pipe frag- 
ments) came flying through the win- 
dows." 


He said neither Nichols nor Pearson 


caused any trouble in the neighborhood. 
He termed them "quiet." 


Another witness said, "It was loud and 


scary. I wasn't sure if it was just a loud 
shotgun or what." 


POLICE 
REMOVED several 
large 


pipe fragments from the side of the Nich- 
ols' residence. The backyard was littered 
with bits of metal and paper wadding. 
The force of the blast tore several foot- 
deep craters in the yard. 


A spent fireworks casing was dis- 


covered under the rear porch.

Police said, based on debris recovered 


so far, the bomb Pearson was carrying 
was packed with black powder and paper 
wadding. There were no nails or other 
shrapnel-like materials in its construc- 
tion. 


The explosives seized from the base- 


ment are being examined by the Chicago 
police bomb squad.

Bomb explosion 
leads to factory' 


An explosion severely injured a 22-year-old man Tuesday 


morning and led to the discovery of what police described as 
a bomb factory In the basement of an Arlington Heights home 
Police said the man, Mark A. Pearson, 122 Des Plaines Ln., 
Hoffman Estates, was carrying a pipe bomb behind the home 
of a companion, John Kerry Nichols. 20, of 4(M N. Chestnut 
St.. Arlington Heights, when the device exploded. The blast 
broke nearby windows, fired shrapnel into the side of the 
Nichols duplex and resulted in extensive injuries to Pearson's 
left side. Aided by the FBI and Chicago police bomb squad, 
Arlington Heights police found 12 bombs in the duplex base- 
ment, some of them up to two feet in length. Also found were 
black powder, fuses and other bomb-making" materials, Po- 
lice, who arrested Nichols on a charge of possession of ex- 
plosives, were unable to offer any explanation for the pair's 
action. One policeman said Pearson and Nichols "graduated 
from playing around with firecrackers." Charges against 
Pearson, who was in serious condition, were pending.

Peskin, 
former attorney for Kaufman and Broad, Inc., is being tried 
in U. S. District Court on charges of passing bribes from K&B 
to the officials in 1988. 


Senior housing planned 


A real estate broker has obtained options to buy four prop- 


erties south of downtown Arlingtn Heights with the intention 
of building a 119-unlt senior-citizen housing project there. The 
broker, John Rlchey, said he Is acting as an agent for Dell 
Corp. of Northbrook,. which would build the' housing. Village 
officials have been searching for a suitable site near the 
downtown area for a 119-unit elderly housing project to be 
developed by the Cook County Housing Authority. But Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson said Richey is not acting on on behalf of 
the village.

Dwight E. Pitman said Tuesday. 


Pitman said truckers with citizens' 


band radios in their cabs have developed 
a "fantastically sophisticated network" 
for spotting and reporting police speed 
checks. 


"Even our unmarked units are spotted 


to the nearest milepole as soon as they 
get on the road," he said. 


"A sergeant told me the other day he 


no longer has to go out on the road to 
supervise his men," Pitman said. All he 
has to do is switch on a CB radio and he 
can keep track of them without ever 
leaving the barracks." 


Pitman said he has received a "heavy 


volume" of public complaints about the 
situation. He also said automobile driv- 
ers are learning quickly that they, too, 
can ignore the speed limit if they follow 
speeding trucks and keep pace closely 
with them. 


"They're sure giving us fits," he said. 


"Unless we shift our tactics, .we're going 
to lose public support" for the 55-mph 
speed limit which took effect Feb. 25. 


State police started their counterattack 


recently by purchasing several CB radios 
"to satisfy ourselves as to the severity of 
the situation," the superintendent said. 


Corrective measures, developed in part 


by monitoring the truckers' own broad- 
casts, will be announced soon, he said. 


"We're concerned about the situation 


and we're trying to do something about 
it," he said. "And we think we can."

New FAA rules aimed at noisy jets

New regulations to modify or phase out 


noisy, older-model jets at O'Hare and 
other aii-ports in the nation were pro- 
posed Tuesday by the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 


The regulations, which would not be ef- 


fective until 1978, would apply to all 
large civilian jets including the Boeing 
707, 727 and 737 and the DC-8 and DC-9, 
according to FAA Administrator Alexan- 
der Butterfield. 


Butterfield said Tuesday that the pro- 


posal "attacks one of aviation's most 
persistent and troublesome problems" in 
noise pollution from the big jets. 


Designs for modifying the jets to pro- 


duce less noise are now being flight test- 
ed for most of the affected airplanes, 
Butterfield said. He said older jets for 
which no modification kits had been de- 
veloped were rapidly being retired from 
service and few would be in operation 
when the rule would become effective. 


Airlines would be expected to comply 


by July 1, 1978. Butterfield said the date 
was selected because it would give firms 
time to produce and install the new hard- 
ware on planes to be converted. 


Local airline officials contacted Tues- 


day said they were unaware of the spe-' 
cific proposals made by Butterfield, and 
could not determine how they would be 
affected. 


A spokesman for American Airlines 


said many noise abatement modifications 
have already been made on its aircraft, 
and details of the FAA proposals would 
have to be known before American could 
determine what changes the regulations 
would mean. Similar regulations are al- 
ready in effect for new jets such as the 
Boeing 747 and the DC-10. 


Butterfield also said the FAA is consid- 


ering a two-step landing procedure that 
would reduce noise at more than 100 run- 
ways at 58 airports around the country. 
He said the procedure would have the 
greatest impact on areas three to eight 
miles from the landing runway. 


Kissinger 
and Brezhnev 
talks go on 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Secretary of, State 


Henry A. Kissinger and Communist par- 
ty general secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev 
took up the Middle East, the European 
security conference and troop reductions 
in Europe Tuesday in talks that went 
into the night. 


In a joint statement, they said "special 


attention" was given to the Soviet-Ameri- 
can role in the search for Middle East 
peace. The same consideration also was 
given to the Soviet-promoted security 
conference and the stalemated talks in 
Vienna on mutal and balanced force re- 
ductions in Europe. 


"The talks were businesslike and con- 


structive in character," the statement 
said and added that the talks touched on 
Soviet-American relations, particularly 
in the economic and trade fields. 


Kissinger and Brezhnev broke after 3 
J/2 


hours of morning talks, but sat down 
again with their aides in late afternoon 
to discuss President Nixon's projected 
visit this summer. 


The two men are scheduled to conclude 


their talks today. Kissinger is leaving 
Thursday morning for a meeting in Lon- 
don with British Foreign Secretary 
James Callaghan before flying home. 


Meanwhile, in the Middle East, Syrian 


and Israeli guns thundered in the north 
for the 15th consecutive day Tuesday, 
killing at least seven persons, five of 
them civilians, on both sides of the Golan 
Heights cease-fire line. 


In the south, diplomats and military 


engineers stepped up preparations for 
clearing the Suez Canal. Diplomatic 
sources in Cairo said the Soviet Union 
showed an interest in rejoining the 
United States and Britain in reopening 
the canal. 


Representatives of the Arab League 


met in Tunis, and diplomatic sources 
said a main goal was to patch up a rift in 
inter-Arab relations caused by the deci- 
sion to lift the oil embargo against the 
United States. 


GM says fuel 
savings will 
boost car cost 


DETROIT (UPI) - General Motors 


Corp. said Tuesday the new equipment 
needed on 1975 model cars to meet gov- 
ernment antipollution requirements will 
increase fuel economy at a cost of $130 to 
$155 per year. 


While GM would not say how much im- 


provement is expected, Russell Train, 
administrator of the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, has said preliminary 
testing of 1975 model cars has shown 
greater fuel economy than expected. 


Gasoline savings observed so far ex- 


ceed the original 7 per cent EPA esti- 
mate as well as the 11 to 13 per cent 
estimated by GM, an EPA spokesman 
said. The key to improved fuel economy 
is the addition of the catalytic converter, 
also the most expensive item. It absorbs 
about half of the price hike. 


The two-step procedure calls for air- 


craft to land at a steeper than normal 
angle for the first part of the approach, 
and Butterfield said it would result in 
noise level reductions of five to 15 deci- 
bels. 


The cost of the new program, which 


would require relocation equipment, was 
estimated at $5 million. 


Airlines have been studying the two- 


step landing procedure for some time, 


but it is in use only in California. United 
Air Lines announced earlier this year 
that it would test the procedure on a DC- 
8, and that tests would involve O'Hare. 
Those tests are scheduled to begin in 
April.

Grand jury report released

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Guarded by 


four policemen, a satchel full of grand 
jury evidence about President Nixon's 
handling of Watergate was transferred 
Tuesday to the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, considering impeachment. 


The dramatic transfer took place in a 


windowless jury room at the federal 
courthouse, just a few feet from where 
seven of Nixon's former top White House 
and campaign aides will go on trial later 
for plotting to cover up the scandal. 


John Doar, chief counsel to the com- 


mittee, clutched tightly the locked, dark 
tan satchel he received from U.S. 
Dis- 


trict Judge John J. Sirica. 


The evidence concerning Nixon — to- 


gether with a recommendation it be for- 
warded to the impeachment inquiry — 
was given Sirica by the Watergate grand 
jury March 1 at the same time it re- 
turned major cover-up indictments. 


Despite objections by lawyers for for- 


mer top Nixon aides H. R. Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman, Sirica ruled a 
week ago the grand jury's secret report 
should be forwarded to the House. A fed- 
eral appeals court upheld that ruling 
Thursday, and defense lawyers elected 
not to take the case to the Supreme 
Court. 


The committee reportedly has set up 


strict security procedures to guard the 
secrecy of the grand jury materials.

R-Tex., said that if President Nixon re- 
signs without cause, "the 
Democrats 


would run against him for 40 years just 
as they did against Herbert Hoover." 


Taking issue with Conservative-Re- 


publican Sen. James Buckley of New 
York who has called for Nixon to resign, 
Tower said the President should be 
judged only on the basis of "hard evi- 
dence" in the Watergate case. 


In New York, John N. Mitchell's de- 


fense attorney injected the Watergate 
case to the conspiracy trial of Mitchell 
and Maurice Stans Tuesday, using a Wa- 
tergate tape transcript for the first time 
in a criminal proceeding. Stans' attorney 
promptly demanded a mistrial, but the 
request was denied. 


Sen. Jackson: fuel crisis is not over 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Henry 


Jackson, D-Wash., criticized President 
Nixon Tuesday for leading Americans to 
believe the fuel shortage is over just be- 
cause the Arab oil embargo has been lift- 
ed. 


In a Senate speech, Jackson 
said 


many persons have the false impression 
that resuming the flow of Arab oil would 
return fuel supplies to normal. 


"The President's statements destroy 


public incentives to cooperate with con- 
servation measures and encourage in- 


creased consumption of scarce fuels," 
said Jackson in referring to Nixon's tele- 
vised comments last Tuesday in which 
he revoked the order closing gas stations 
on Sunday and promised there would be 
no gas rationing. 


"He has, in effect, invited the Ameri- 


can people to return to the wasteful con- 
sumption of pre-embargo days, restrain- 
ed only by lower speed limits and great- 
er use of car pools," said Jackson. 


He said the administration should draft 


a post-embargo policy "to provide for 


even greater conservation, further reduc- 
tion of unnecessary energy consumption 
and for the building up of our inventories 
so that we are in the best possible strate- 
gic supply position to weather any future 
shortages." 


But William E. Simon, head of the 


Federal Energy Office, said he was "not 
concerned about any energy bulge." 


"We are going to have an adequate 


supply to meet our petroleum needs," he 
said. "With higher prices, people are go- 
ing to continue to abide by conservation 
measures." 


DA Jim Garrison acquitted on tax charge 


• Deliberating only an hour, a federal 


jury in New Orleans found controversial 
District Attorney Jim Garrison innocent 
of charges he evaded paying income tax 
on $60,000 in unreported income, include- 
ing $48,000 in bribes from pinball ma- 
chine companies. Garrison—who acted 
as his own attorney — later told report- 
ers he might claim President Nixon as 
a dependant this year because he had 
to help pay his taxes* and said he prob- 
ably paid too much in taxes in the past 
because, "I could have taken a $500,000 
deduction and given my Kennedy papers 
to the Audubon Park Zoo." Garrison, who 
leaves office next week after losing a re- 
election bid, tried to establish in a high- 
ly-publicized case in 1968 that the assas- 
sination of President John Kennedy was 
a covered-up conspiracy hatched in New 
Orleans. 


• It's news to him, said energy chief 


William Simon, if he's being considered 
as the replacement for resigning Trea- 
sury Secretary George Shultz.

214 wrapup 
Gilbert gets 
raise to $41,500 


High School Dist 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert will earn $41,500 


next year, a $3,000 salary increase over this year. 


The Dist. 214 board Monday approved the pay raise for 


Gilbert for the 1974-75 school year and also extended his con- 
tract with the district through the 1976-77 school year. No 
changes were made in Gilbert's fringe benefits, which include 
a car, 


Following the unanimous approval of the raise, board Pres. 


Gene Artemenko said. "I think the increase and extension of 
the contract indicate the feeling of the board toward the su- 
perintendent and the way the district is being run," 


Gilbert's new salary compares to $34,700 which was earned 


this year by Supt. Richard Kolze in High School Dist. 211 and 
$40.000 earned by Maine Twp. High School Dist. 207's Richard 
Short. 


A list of 1973-74 salaries earned by suburban high school 


superintendents, compiled by the Dist. 214 board, indicates 
that pay ranges from $49,000 for the superintendent of New 
Trier High School Dist. 203 to $26,650 for the superintendent 
of south suburban Lemont High School Dist, 210. 


Streaker discipline protest 


Dist. 214 board member Richard Bachhuber protested dis- 


cipline actions which have been taken against streakers in the 
high schools Monday, but found his objections got little sym- 
pathy from the rest of the board. 


Bachhuber objected to 9- and 10-day suspensions which have 


been given captured streakers by officials at Arlington, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Prospect high schools. Ten days is the 
maximum suspension school officials can give without taking 
a discipline case to the board. 


Bachhuber said, "The schools are apparently lacking in a 


sense of humor. The kids enjoyed it and if you don't take it 
seriously, it will go away." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said he has not ordered school offi- 


cials to give maximum suspensions to streakers but added, 
"We've been taking it seriously. We've taken it as a serious 
infringement on the rights of others " 


Other board members said they supported the suspensions. 


Board Pres Gene Artemenko said, "I wouldn't want a 
streaker running past my 15-year-old daughter " 


Log-cabin leave denied 


By a 3-3 vote, the Dist. 214 board Monday refused to grant a 


sabbatical leave to a teacher who wants to spend next year 
living in a cabin in the north woods. 


The board, voting with one member absent, defeated a rec- 


ommendation from the district administration, that John 
McGee, a sociology teacher at Prospect High School since 
1968, be paid $6,905 for next year while living in a cabto which 
he will build himself this summer. 


Under terms of the sabbatical, McGee would have spent the 


year studying the district's curriculum, reading and working 
to "broaden his outlook and background to be better able to 
teach sociology more effectively." 


Supt Edward Gilbert, in recommending the sabbatical, 


said, "It is unusual, but its unusualness attracted us to it We 
have talked to him and we became convinced that this experi- 
ence will be of benefit to him as a teacher." 


Board member Donald Hoeck. however, said, "I don't see 


how building a summer cottage is going to help this guy 
teach " 


Hoeck. Jack Matthews and Warren Schabinger voted 


against the sabbatical, while Gene Artemenko, Arthur Aron- 
son and Richard Bachhuber voted in favor of it. 


In a related action, the board granted a sabbatical leave for 


next year at a salary of $12,586 for Linda Babl, a home 
economics teacher at Buffalo Grove Hi?h School, so she can 
study for a doctorate degree si the University of Northern 
Colorado and granted a sabbatical at a salary of $5,085 to 
Timothy Schaap. a science teacher at Forest View High 
School, so he can work on his doctorate at Northern Illinois 
University Schaap will teach part time next year.

Samuel Leopardo. a history teacher at Elk Grove High 


School since it opened, has been named social studies and 
foreign language division head for the school. 


The Dist 214 board approved the appointment Monday. 


Leopardo replaces division head Marge Olson who resigned 
last semester.

Funds sought for street resurfacing 


The Wheeling Vilage Board has ap- 


proved a resolution needed to obtain 
state motor fuel tax funds for the 1974 
street repaying program. 


The resolution asks for $33,718 for the 


repaying of sections of St. Armand Lane, 
Cedar Drive, Valley Stream Drive and 
Anthony Road. The request also covers 
additional monies needed for the striping 
of the new Wheeling Road extension. 


Village officials have decided to dis- 


continue the yearly sidewalk replace- 
ment program so more funds and man- 
power can be channeled into the street 
repaving program. For the first time, the 
village plans to use the Cutler repaver to 
resurface streets. In the past, the village 
has used a seal-coating of oil and gravel 
for maintenance. 


Public works employes are scheduled 


to make repairs to the road base on the 
streets to be resurfaced. The repaver 
will then scrape up the old street sur- 
' face, mix it with asphalt, and lay down a 
new blacktop surface. 


Trustee Ed Berger said he hopes that 


the repaving program will eventually al- 
low the village to catch up on its street 
repairs. Sidewalk repiars, however, will 
only be done on an emergency basis.. 


Revise board policy 


Proposals 
to revise village board 


procedures are being prepared in ordi- 
nance form and will be considered at the 
next village board meeting. 


The revisions were suggested by 


Trustee John Koeppen to encourage 
more citizen participation. After several 
weeks of study and discussion, board 
members have reworked the proposals 
and are now ready to vote. 


The suggestions include allowing resi- 


dent a half hour of open discussion at 
board meetings under verbal commu- 
nications. In the past residents have 


complained that it is difficult to address 
the board since a request for verbal com- 
munication ,had to be submitted by noon 
of the Friday before the board meeting. 


If the suggestions are approved, the 


board will also be required to place all 
ordinances on public inspection for at 
least one week. Each ordinance would be 
read once before being placed on public 
inspection, and once after the inspection 
period ends. 


Trustee Al Lang said he would like a 


bulletin board placed in the village hall 
entrance so residents would have access 
to the proposed ordinances 24 hours a 
day. 


The proposed revisions would also 


make all six trustees members of the six 
board committees. Currently only three 
trustees serve on each commission. 


Election bill opposed 


Board members have directed the vil- 


lage attorney to prepare a resolution op- 
posing a state bill that would give the 
county clerk jurisdiction over all elec- 
tions. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon called for 


the resolution, saying the bill would un- 
dermine the position of the village 
clerks. "The fine work that is being done 
by the village clerks in all the villages 
will be taken away from them along with 
all the fine service to the community," 
he said. 


The board passed a similar resolution 


last year when the bill was first pro- 
posed. 


Nursing school delayed 


A request to allow a nursery school to 


use the undeveloped North Street proper- 
ty as a play area was continued so the 


village can find out who has jurisdiction 
over that street. 


Officials were unsure whether the un- 


developed road belongs to the village or 
the county. 


Developers of the White Hen Pantry on 


Elmhurst Road asked that the village al- 
low the nursery school to use the proper- 
ty in exchange for a nominal fee. the 
school is planning to rent space at the 
rear of the store. 


Cut in vending licenses? 


Village Mgr. George Passolt has been 


asked to study a possible reduction in 
the vending machine license fees in the 
village. 


The study was requested by Trustee Al 


Lang, who received letters from two 
vending machine operators asking that 
the license fees be reduced. Land said 
the operators were primarily interested 
in reducing fees for the penny machines 
since the profit from these machines is 
low. 


Passolt's recommendations are to be 


studied by the judiciary and purchasing 
committee at an April 15 meeting.

Residents postpone lawsuit against developer to June

A class-action suit against developer 


George Harhen of Preference Homes has 
been postponed by residents of Berkshire 
Dnve, Mockingbird Lane and Holly 
Court. 


Organizer of the suit Gil Monoson said 


the residents have decided to wait until 
June to see if the village appropriates 
funds to pave the three unfinished 
streets. 


Instead of proceeding with the suit, 


Monoson said 46 couples from that area 
attended an organization meeting Friday 
and voted to establish a five-member 
community steering committee. That 
group is now drawing up plans for a 
homeowners association. 


Monoson, a plan commission member 


who lives at 42 Berkshire Dr., first pro- 
posed the suit earlier this month as a way 
of forcing Harhen to install the three 
streets. The road base was installed sev- 
eral years ago, but Harhen has never put 
the final surface on the streets. 
>• 


As a result, the road bed has deterior- 


ated and large chuckholes have devel- 
oped. The holes have been a recurrent is- 
sue, with residents charging that they 
make the streets unsafe. 


THE SUIT proposed by Monoson would 


have asked that Harhen be required to 
install the streets and pay for damage to 
lawns from the gravel used to fill the 
chuckholes. 


Monoson said the suit lost momentum 


because of the village board promise to 
appropriate funds for the roads in the 


coming budget. He noted that an appro- 
priation does not guarantee that the mon- 
ey will ever be spent. 


Several residents of the Higland Glen 


subdivision, however, said that residents 


1 became wary of the suit when a Herald 
article disclosed that the matter had 
been discussed with' the Citizens' Action 
Program (CAP) before being publicly 
announced. 


The CAP group consists of seven village 


and park officials, including Trustee Wil- 
liam Hein and Monoson. Announced as a 
citizens' lobby, the group has the ear- 
marks of a political party, and has not 
denied future political activities. 


MONOSON, HOWEVER, said that a 


five-man steering committee picked from 
homeowners Friday includes representa- 


tives of various political factions. "Con- 
trary to public belief that this is a politi- 
cal move by CAP, we (the homeowners) 
hope the selection of the steering com- 
mittee who were selected at large from* 
the group Friday night will evidence the 
fact that all political views in the subdi- 
vision are represented," he said. 


The steering committee includes Mono- 


son, Richard Calfa, Norbert Bigalke, Jim 
Poole and Tom Verachtert. 


According to Monoson, the steering 


committee met Saturday to discuss fu- 
ture plans and decided to develop a 
homeowners association to deal with 
"street improvements, street lighting, 
property assessments, education and 
general maintenance of the subdivision." 


The petition for the homeowners' asso- 


ciation will now be circulated among 
residents of the entire Highland Glen 
subdivision. 


"THE STREETS may have been the 


catalyst to bring everybody together, but 
it was a long time coming," Monoson 
said of the new association. "And the 
number one issue on the agenda will be 
improvements of the streets " 


Monoson said, however, the home- 


owners association proposal will require 
the approval of residents in the area. 


Meanwhile, the village has aleady filed 


suit against Harhen seeking $25,000 to 
pave the streets. Village board members 
said they would appropriate funds for the 
street paving, and would decide wheth- 
er to use them in June after evaluating 
the pending suit.

have suspensions, man, because they're 
giving you a break. You may get them 
into trouble with their parents, but you 
get three days out of school." 


And, Debbie says detentions are worse 


than useless. "The people who are In 
charge of the detention hall don't care 
about kids' problems," she says. "They 
just want to get done and go home. A kid 
can be In detention every day for weeks 
and they don't care why." 


Students are not willing to accord 


teachers automatic respect — instead, 
they expect to have their respect earned. 


Bill Busse says that in his experience 


"about half the teachers are fair." One 
in particular Is good, he says, "because 
he'll always come up with a suitable de- 
cision where everybody can save face. 
It's important to save face with your 
classmates so you don't look like you just 
gave in." 


Busse believes the first two or three 


times a teacher faces a class sets the 
tone for discipline for the year. "You al- 
ways have people who will test the teach- 
ers," he says. "One time I had a class 
where a teacher ignored a kid who swore 
at him and the class was unruly for the 
whole year because they didn't respect 
him." 


ONE OF THE recurring themes in stu- 


dents' conversations about high school 
and discipline is a resentment of the "de- 
personalization" they feel the system 
forces on them. One boy announces with 
Irritation that the computer assigned him 
25 detentions he hadn't earned. One of 
Debbie's friends says the teachers have 
so many different students that "they 
don't have time to worry about us so we 
have to worry about ourselves." 


Candy Wexler is an attractive girl with 


her dark hair cut into fashionable style. 
She dropped out of Conant High School in 


January even though she needed only 
one more credit for graduation. She is 
working and taking that last class at 
night. She hopes to go to college, perhaps 
become a lawyer. "I love to learn," she 
says. "I always loved school before I 
went to Conant." 


Candy transferred to Conant at the be- 


ginning of her senior year after attending 
two other high schools. Her moves, 
prompted by her family's, moves, have 
given her some perspective and she 
found Conant the strictest high school 
she had ever attended. 


"They are entirely too strict," she 


says. "Every day I saw students rebell- 
ing against the rules and they were so 
busy rebelling they were becoming more 
and more immature." 


THERE WERE ALL sorts of rules that 


caused problems, she says, rules about 
being tardy, rules about what halls to 
walk in. And, she says, the constant fric-

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State outlaws pet chicks, 
ducklings for sale as pets 


Parents who give baby chicks or 


ducklings to their children as Easter 
pets can be prosecuted and fined un- 
der a new state law, Agriculture Di- 
rector Robert J. "Pud" Williams 
said Monday. 


Williams said the Humane Treat- 


ment for Animals Act passed last 
year states "baby chicks or duck- 
lings shall not be sold, offered for 
sale, bartered or given away as pets 
or novelties." He said the law also 
forbids selling or giving away rabbits 
and fowl that have been artificially 
colored. 


"While I am sure people who give 


these little animals to children, espe- 
cially around Easter time, have the 
best intentions, the practice is not 
only cruel to the chicks and duck- 
lings but to the kids themselves," 
Williams said. 


"Children have neither the knowl- 


edge or facilities to take care of 
these small fowl, so the animals are 
usually mishandled to death within a 
few days. It ends up causing them 
pain and the children the unneces- 
sary sadness of the loss of a pet," 
Williams said.

DETROIT - There are more than 


29,000 new-car dealerships In this country 
and more than just a few are in serious 
trouble, 
because 
the energy crisis

Dealers Assn. estimates as many as 
48,000 of the 800,000 employes of these 
imported and domestic dealerships have 
already lost their jobs. As many as 1,000

;DRAPER SAID the federal govern-

."What really has me upset is the fact 


that If the energy situation had been 
managed correctly, we wouldn't have 
this mess," said Draper, co-owner of 
afato dealerships in Bay City and Sagi- 
flaw.

Saxbe should move on scandal

WASHINGTON - Despite the lessons 


to be learned from the Watergate cover- 
up, the Justice Department has failed to 
wipe out an Air Force cover-up of im- 
proper and illegal acts by the top mili- 
tary and civilian personnel who fired Air 
Force Cost Analyst A. Ernest Fitzgerald.

records. Attorney General William Saxbe 
should recouni/e that a defense against

charges in the multi-billion-dollar C-SA 
air transport scandal can become an ob- 
struction of justice. 


The genial former Ohio Republican 


senator should see the similarity between 
the Air Force claims of "executive privi- 
lege' and other arbitrary secrecy claims 
in the Fitzgerald case with the White 
House rote in the Watergate burglary 
and bugging 


It cnuld bo argued that there is less 


justification for Saxbe to permit his Jus- 
tice Department to support the Air Force 
cover-up than there was for former • 
White House Chief of Staff H R. (Bob) 
Haldeman and former Special Assistant 
John D Ehrlichman to try to use the 
FBI and CIA to limit a full Investigation 
of the Watergate burglary in June and 
July of 1972 


Certainly m those first few days after 


the Watergate burglary, President Nix- 
on. Haldeman and Ehrlichman might 
plead that they were unsure of the facts. 


By contrast, the Fitzgerald case has 


been a controversy for more than five 
years It started in an open congressional 
committee in November. 1968, when 
Fitzgerald first exposed the $2 billion In 
cost overruns on the C-5A contract and 
stirred the wrath of his Air Force superi- 
ors 


The five-year ordeal of Fitzgerald Is on 


the public record with the dirty details of 
Air Force generals and high, civilians 
mining their authority to retaliate 
against Fitzgerald for daring to tell the 
truth

A large part of the story has been told 


in congressional hearings and on the 
floor of the Senate In the period when 
Saxbe was a U.S. Senatojr. 


The Air Force's seamier activity is 


spelled out in a Civil Service Commission 
hearing that resulted in a finding that 
Air Secretary Robert C. Seamans, Jr, 
had "wrongfully" used the "reduction In 
force" procedures to fire Fitzgerald. The 
Civil Set vice Commission has ordered 
Fitzeerald reinstated 


Bv March. 1974. the Justice Depart- 


ment should have had time to prosecute 
thp liars and the falsifiers who tried to 
frame Fitzgerald. Instead, the Justice 
Department H aiding and abetting a'con- 
tinuing cover-up In a $3 million civil 
diim iae "int that Fitzgerald has brought 


against those who he claims are respon- 
sible for his wrongful discharge. 


Unless there is some genuine national 


security reason for hiding the record, the 
Justice Department's support of the Air 
Force against Fitzgerald is an obstruct- 
ion of justice. 


The law clearly states that it is a fed- 


eral felony for any government official to 
retaliate against another employe for 
giving truthful testimony before a com- 
mittee of Congress. 


The record shows direct testimony as 


welt as documentary proof to establish 
these facts: 


• Fitzgerald was warned by his supe- 


rior that he should not testify on the 
nearly $2 billion in cost overruns on the 
C-5A program. 


• Following his testimony, memo- 


randums were circulated as to how he 
could be fired In the face of the law pro- 
hibiting retaliation, and in the face of 
warning from Senator Proxmire. 


• High Air Force civilians and mill, 


tary officers circulated unsubstantiated 
stories that Fitzgerald was a "dishonest 
person" involved in "conflicts of inter- 
est" and various security violations.

• Four Air Force officers within the 


space of a few days filed secret reports 
against Fitzgerald alleging personal and 
official improprieties. 


• Brigadier General Joseph Cappucci, 


head of the Ah- Force Office of Special 
Investigations, admitted conducting an 
investigation of Fitzgerald on the basis of 
"vague" charges, and the July, 1969, in- 
vestigation established that (he charges 
were without merit. 


• In the fall and winter of 1969, 


months after the Air Force investigation 


had washed out, Air Secretary Seamans, 
Deputy Assistant Air Secretary Spencer 
Schedler and various Air Force officers 
were still seeking to discredit Fitzgerald 
by whispering "security risk" and "con- 
flicts of interest" rumors. 


• With full knowledge the -charges 


against Fitzgerald had been washed out, 
the Air Force went through with the fir- 
ing of Fitzgerald. His file was stripped .of 
the reports that had cleared him of 
charges but the charges against him re- 
mained in the files. 


Attorney General Saxbe, busy with a 


new job, may not recognize the Air 
Force smearing of Fitzgerald as the 
same pattern of conduct that resulted in 
indictment of seven of President Nixon's 
political associates for obstruction of jus- 
tice in the Watergate matter. 
' 


The technical term that covers the 


crime of failing to prosecute properly is 
"misprison." In the atmosphere of Wa- 
tergate, Mr. Saxbe would be well advised 
to be diligent in his efforts to avoid neg- 
lect of his duties as the chief law en- 
forcement officer in the nation.

WASHINGTON 
— Republican and 


Democratic congressmen alike may be 
overlooking one important thing in trying 
to gauge the effect of Watergate on their 
respective causes. Incumbents In both 
parties could be in trouble when voters 
elect a new congress next November. 


John W. 'Gardner, chairman of Com- 


mon Cause, the national nonpartisan 
good government organization, put 'his 
finger on it when he said the election of a 
Democrat to Vice President Gerald 
Ford's old Michigan House seat spells 
trouble for all Incumbents — not just Re- 
publicans. 


House GOP leader John J. Rhodes 


made pretty much the same point in ad- 
vising Repulican congressional candi- 
dates to campaign against the Demo- 
crats who have been running Congress 
since 1954, It was his way of saying con- 
gressional Democrats have their own 
credibility gap. 


Democrats have made much of their 


victories in three out of four special con- 
gressional elections held recently in tra- 
ditionally Republican strongholds. The 


Republicans managed to salvage only 
California's 13th district and even there 
the GOP winner called it a personal 
triumph. 


In addition to Ford's seat, the Republi- 


cans lost the Pennsylvania seat occupied 
for 24 years by the late Rep. John P. 
Saylor and the Ohio seat vacated by 
Rep. William Keating, a 70 per cent win- 
ner in 1972. The latter district has been 
changing in recent years but the loss 
still was a shocker. 


Even President Nixon acknowledged 


Watergate "might have" caused the 
GOP setbacks although he insisted it was 
not a pattern for November. He said 
Democrats won seven of 12 special elec- 
tions after Lyndon Johnson's 1964 land- 
slide and still lost 47 seats in 'the 1966 off- 
year elections. 


But whether he is right, two consid- 


erations make it risky business to con- 
clude the Democrats are headed toward 
an election sweep that will give them the 
veto-proof Congress anticipated by many 
Democrats and feared by some Republi- 
cans. They are: 


• The incumbent was not personally ' 


defending his record in any of this year's 
special elections since the vacancies re- 
sulted from death and resignations. It 
seems fair to ask if Democrat Richard 
Vander Veen would have carried Mich- 
igan's 5th district if Ford had been his 
opponent. The same question could be 
asked about the Saylor and Keating dis- 
tricts. 


• What will be the effect in November 


of the Harris poll finding that only 21 per 
cent of Americans think the Democratic- 
controlled Congress has been on the ball? 
It raises a possibility at least that Ameri- 
cans in November will vent their frustra- 
tions on whoever happens to be in office. 


It is also possible, given Watergate, 


gasoline Shortages and rising prices, that 
Ford, Saylor and Keating would have' 
been defeated if they had been running 
The Ohio and Michigan voters involved 
may have rejected the Republican party 
as much as the GOP candidates 


Common Cause's Gardner, at least, is 


inclined to think the outcome in Ford's 
district was bad news for all incumbents 
He went on to say Common Cause will 
seek the best candidates, regardless of 
party. » 


In other words, Common Cause will not 


seek a new broom simply for the sake of 
a new broom. But the average voter is a 
lot less cerebral He is far more likely to 
vote on the basis of what a candidate has 
or has not done in relieving the voter's 
day to day miseries. Who can deny he 
has had a few? (UPI)

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More than 50 testify against proposed election code

Illinois legislators have been working 


nearly 10 years 
to devise 
a com- 


prehensive election code to cover all 
elections in the state to replace the cur- 
rent statutes which many believe to be 
outdated. 


So far their efforts have resulted in a 


ponderous 370-page document covering 
every aspect of elections from those for 
local library districts to the selection of 
presidential electors. 


At a hearing In Elk Grove Village yes- 


terday, It was clearly evident that the 
legislature faces more months, perhaps 
years, of deliberation before the election 
code is in shape for passage. 


More than 50 witnesses presented ob- 


jections to the proposed election code be- 
fore a Senate subcommittee, and the 
three-member committee indicated that 
dozens of amendments will be Introduced 
before the bill is brought before the legis- 
lature for passage. 


State Sen. David J. Regner, R-Mount 


Prospect, told the audience at the hear- 
ing in the Elk Grove Township hall that 
the legislature probably will not consider 
amendments to the proposal until its 
January. 1973, session. 


AN INDICATION of the work yet to be 


done on the bill was given by State Sen. 
Sam Vadalabena, D-Edwardsville, who 
indicated 
that the Illinois Municipal 


League has more than 60 amendments to 
the bill which it will attempt to have in- 
troduced In the legislature. 


State Sen, John J. Nlmrod, R-Skokie, 


interrupted testimony at one point to as- 
sure the assembled township and local 
officials present that the subcommittee is 
i n c 11 n e d toward recommending the 
changes which they were advocating. 


The major objection presented by local 


officials was that the new election code, 
in its present form, would designate the 
county clerk as the sole authority over 
all elections. 


Richard Hall, Elk Grove Township su- 


pervisor, and the leadoff witness at the 
hearing, summarized arguments against 
this provision. Hall declared that placing 
all election functions in the hands of the 
Cook County clerk results in "de facto" 
disenfranchisement of thousands of sub- 
urban voters because of the difficulty for 
voters registering, lack of attention to 
suburban problems by the Chicago-based 
county clerk, and the difficulty of quali- 
fying for absentee voting, 


ANOTHER 
PROMINENT objection 


voiced by local officials was against the 
consolidation of all elections — national, 
state and local, on a single election day.

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The visually handicapped child 


Early testing discovers sight defects 


(Editor's note: Total blindness in chil- 


dren is becoming rare In the United 
States, but there is still a vision problem 
among youngsters in the form of sight 
handicaps. In a two part series, Eleanor 
Rives, Suburban Living staff writer, re- 
ports on some programs In the northwest 
suburbs that aid these children,)

"Let's see." 
A simple phrase. We say it tp our chil- 


dren every day, To some of them it is a 
difficulty. To some, an impossibility. 


"Let's see." If not with your eyes, with 


your ears and your fingers. 


Hundreds of persons are working to 


safeguard the eyesight, detect and cor- 
rect visual defects, and compensate for 
vision impairment, even total blindness, 
in northwest suburban children. 


Actually, the totally blind child has be- 


come a rarity in this country. Gen- 
etically, blindness is at its lowest point. 
Only one child in 10,000 live births is 
born blind. 


DEVELOPMENT OF A vaccine has 


virtually eliminated epidemics of rubella 
(German measles), the insidious disease 
that can wreak havoc on the fetus in the 
early months of pregnancy — often re- 


sulting in a blind, deaf, deaf-blind or 
multiple handicapped child. The last ru- 
bella epidemic was in 1963-64. Its surviv- 
ing victims will soon enter their teens. 


Another cause of blindness which 15 


years of medical research has prac- 
tically eradicated is related to the oxy- 
gen supply for premature babies. Today 
oxygen is precisely regulated and babies 
who formerly would have been blind now 
have partial or complete sight. Today, 
too, more "preemies" survive. 


The problem, then, is this: although 


there is a lower incidence of totally blind 
children, there is a higher incidence of 
partially-sighted children. 


TWO TO THREE per cent of the na- 


tion's youngsters are found to have ambl- 
yopia, or "lazy eye," in which one eye 
turns, causing double vision. The brain 
suppresses vision in the eye that turns 
away. Treatment usually consists of cov- 
ering the good eye, forcing the child to 
use the poorer eye. If amblyopia is 
caught early — say at age 2, 3 or 4 — the 
chances of recovery of any lost vision 
are very good. 


Infantile glaucoma, refractive errors, 


cataracts, juvenile diabetes, albinism, 
retinal and other degenerative conditions 


are the causes of impaired vision in chil- 
dren. 


TO PROVIDE EDUCATION for vis- 


ually handicapped children and help 
them prepare for adulthood, there is a 
continuum of service from birth to be- 
yond high school. Many people are not 
aware of the multitude of resources' 
available. 


At the pre-scbool level, the Cook Coun- 


ty Department of Public Health conducts 
thorough ongoing screening programs in' 
both vision and hearing in all Cook Coun- 
ty school districts. 


Most recent was the Palstine-Rolliruj 


Meadows School District 15 screening 
which took place at the Community 
Church of Rolling Meadows. The school 
district arranged for the location, did ad- 
vance newspaper publicity, sent flyers 
home with all the school children, noti- 
fied nursery schools in the area and post- 
ed a notice on the town marquees. 


PARENTS REGISTER their 3 and 


4-year-olds in advance and play a vision 
screening readiness game with their 
youngster so that he is familiar with the 
test objects. 


"Come play a game with me," said 


Lorraine Burton of Des Plaines, one of 
the para-professionals giving the test. 


"What are the'legs of the 'E' pointing 
to?" A bunny, the "clouds, the grass? ' 


"We're looking for that amblyopic 


eye," said screener Elaine Soboroff of 
Des Plaines. "If we catch it early 
enough, we can help that eye work." 


If the results of the test are doubtful, 


the child is retested another day. Should 
the seco'nd screening indicate a possible 
visual difficulty, the youngster is re- 
ferred to his family physician, or, if fi- 
nances are a problem, to a sliding scale. 
clinic. 


"NOBODY SHOULD be denied this fol- 


lowup," stated Maria Coburn, assistant 
director of nursing for the Cook County 
Department. 


The Suburban Low Incidence Devel- 


o p m e n t of E x e m p l a r y Services 
(SLIDES) is an important resource for 
children with visual handicaps. A cooper- 
ative under special education joint agree- 
ments, SLIDES serves five regions in the 
north and northwest suburbs. 


In Region A, SLIDES works jointly 


with the Northwest Suburban Special 
Education Organization (NSSEO) a pool- 
ing of the resources of 10 school districts 
in Palatine, Wheeling, Elk Grove and 
Schaumburg Townships to provide pro- 
grams for all low-incidence handicapped 


children. These are Districts 15, 21, 23, 
25, 26, 54, 57, 59 and High School Districts 
211 and 214. In this region, eight teachers 
work with 11 blind and 61 partially-seeing 
children. 


IN REGION C, which includes District 


62 in Des Plaines, SLIDES works jointly 
with the Maine Township Special Educa- 
tion Program. 


Parents of a visually impaired pre- 


school child, no matter how young, 


• should report it to the director of special 


education of the school district in which 
they reside. Through the district and 
through NSSEO and SLIDES, there are 
many resources available, even for chil- 
dren under 3 — such resources as itiner- 
ant teachers who go into the home to 
work with both the child and his parents 
(or into a nursery school), infant stimu- 
lation classes or instruction, direct coun- 
seling. 


"WE HAVE CONTACT with visually 


impaired youngsters from 8 months old 
through school age," said Helen Gibbons, 
SLIDES supervisor for programs for the 
visually handicapped. "Cases are re- 
ferred to us by parents, by public health 
nurses, by the local school or the eye 
doctor." 


For the 3 or 4-year-old, NSSEO, 


SLIDES and the school district work to- 
gether to determine the most appropriate 
program. If no existing program com- 
pletely meets the child's needs, a pro- 
gram will be tailormade for that child. 


SLIDES may review cases that failed 


to pass the preschool screening — check- 
ing the eye doctor's diagnosis, working 
hand in hand with parents, perhaps with 
a nursery school director or school offi- 
cials. 


"WE STRONGLY URGE that the pre- 


school child of 3 or 4 with impaired vi- 
sion be placed in a nursery school or in 
the local district's program for pre- 
school children," said Miss Gibbortt. 


There are now pre-school programs for 


children with low-incidence handicaps in 
almost every school district, usually in 
one school of that district. 


Recent Illinois law mandates school 


districts to provide educational services 
for all low-incidence handicapped chil- 
dren ages 3 to 21 — strong reassurance 
to the parent of a non-seeing or partially 
seeing child that he will be given a fine, 
full education designed to develop his 
abilities to their fullest capacity. 


Next: Helping the visually impaired 


child in grade school and high school.

Special laws that 
protected them from long hours of labor 
and conditions that might damage their 
health were enacted for women on the 
theory that they are the weaker sex, 
physically speaking. Now they may be 
abolished. 


If you feel strongly about the ERA 


(and those who are against it) let your 
legislators know before the Illinois vote 
comes up. They're in Springfield to rep- 
resent YOU. 


THREE MORE STATES have ap- 


proved the Equal Rights Amendment, 
Maine, Montana and Ohio. Thirty three 
have ratified it, and only five more are 
needed to make it a part of the U.S. Con- 
stitution.

"People often eat 
t'w ipasins other than just to satisfy 
body requirements for food. They eat be- 
IMUM? they're nervous, depressed or arux- 


"The menopausal years" can be a time 


of double jeopardy, notes Dr. Neubardt. 
"Women require less food than before, 
but they have the urge to eat more be- 
cause their hormone production Is down 
ar.d they don't feel good about it. A lot of 
sneaky, unhappy feelings come in. Aside 
from the physical symptoms that many 
women complain of — the flushes and 
sweats — there's a feeling of depression 
and lethargy." 


"Estrogen replacement, prescribed by 


a physician, may provide relief." accord- 
ing to Dr. Neubardt. "That way a wom- 
an can maintain the hormone environ- 
ment she had when she was younger and 
she will feel emotionally pretty much the 
same as before." 


DR. NEUBARDT personally believes 


in calorie-counting. "The truth is you 
need a certain number of calories to 
keep a body working. Take in more — 
you'll gain weight. Take in less — you'll 
lose. It's that simple." 


"Quick weight loss" diets get the doc- 


tor's approval, provided they are short 
term. "If a woman can lose 10 pounds 
rapidly it will frequently give her 
enough psychological boost so she can 
control her diet and maintain herself at 
that level. Or continue to lose — but 
slowly." 


But "yoyo" diets are a no-no. For 


women with little or no will-power, group 
therapy is sometimes the answer. "Join 
an exercise class or weight 
reducing 


group or get In the habit of tuning into 
exercise programs on television, That 
way you're not alone and there's a rou- 
tine to keeping fit." 


"Hanging around the house," as some 


suburban women do, can lead to self-in- 
dulgent over-eatlne. "Get out into the 
world Get involved," Dr. Neubardt tells 
his patients.

Handicapped 
need our 
help: expert 


Most handicapped persons are disliked 


by others and don't know how to make 
friends — and that problem is as dis- 
abling as any physical or mental defect 
they may have. 


That was the basic message brought to 


members of the Northwest Suburban 
Council on Understanding Learning Dis- 
abilities (COULD) last week by Sol Gor- 
don, professor of child and family .studies 
at Syracuse University and expert in 
teaching children 
with learning dis- 


abilities and in sex education. 


In a free-wheeling, hour-long speech to 


COULD parents Friday, Gordon said 
education must help handicapped chil- 
dren "feel good about themselves" be- 
cause "in this society, you acquire no 
points for suffering." 


In addition, he said, education must 


keep children from being bored because 
"if they are bored, they are also boring 
and very few people like to be with 
somebody just because they are handi- 
capped. But, too often all our handi- 
capped have is television," 


IT IS BETTER, he said, not to push a 


"student hard in the area-he has trouble 
with. 


"If a kid hates to read, retreat from it 


a little bit. I had a class of learning dis- 
abled youngsters and I didn't teach them 
arithmetic — instead I taught them 
chess, checkers, poker and bridge and in 
two years they knew as much about 
arithmetic as any group of children in 
the school excepted for the gifted." 


What parents should remember, he 


said, is that they "have to be able to go 
out and have fun and not feel guilty" and 
that they should not be too quick to reas- 
sure their children whenever something 
goes wrong. 


In addition, he said, handicapped chil- 


dren should not be made "unsociali- 
zable" by people who do not correct 
them when they do something not accept- 
able in normal children. 


"Whenever I go into a school for the 


'retarded, I always find some 15-year-old 


who wants to hug me and touch me all 
the time and I always tell him not to do 
that because I don't know him," he said. 


GORDON ALSO expressed .opinions on 


other subjects: 


• On sex: "Handicapped people need' 


to know more about sex, not less. They 
have enough troubles, we don't need to 
add our own hang-ups to them." 


•• On fantasy: "Schools should encour- 


age fantasy. We should encourage day- 
dreams. 
By encouraging 'fantasy we 


could eliminate pornography because my 
own pornographic mind is more explicit 
than anything a pornographer can put on 
paper."

I have seen women lifting as much as 


60-pound bars. Is this harmful? If it is 


true that a woman can build muscle in 
this area, just how much can she expect 
to gain in inches? Health spas give such 
exaggerated figures. They also claim 
that these exercises will help the sagging 
breast. Is this true of false? 


Such exercises will not enlarge the 


breast itself. But, by building up the pec- 
toral muscles the breasts rest upon, even 
a small breast can be made to look larg- 


er. It's like taking a small diamond and 
improving its appearance by improving 
its setting. 


Yes, women can increase the size of 


their pectoral 
muscles. Any healthy 


muscle will grow in relation to the 
amount of physical stress or tension it is 
required to contract against As you in- 
crease the load, its size grows and 
grows. Endurance exercises are used to 


improve the heart and vascular system 
and strength exercises are used to grow 
muscles 


There is nothing harmful m weight- 


lifting, done properly, for either healthy 
men or women It can even be good for 
o n e ' s health 
Developing 
sufficient 


muscle mass also helps prevent fat de- 
posits Muscle tissue uses more calories 
at rest than a similar amount of fat tis- 


sue Hence, it is easier to control weight 
if more of your body weight is muscle 
rather than fat. 


I suspect that if you get any improve- 


ment in sagging, it will be minimal. A 
woman can improve her posture, and 
when she does this and stands up 
straight with her shoulders back, not 
slouched forward, there is often less sag- 
ging of the breastline.

It should come as absolutely no sur- 


prise that Hersey High School has pulled 
into a commanding lead in the battle for 
the Paddock Cup.

Arlington picked up 61.5 points for sev- 


en sports, an average of 8.8, and third 
place Elk Grove landed 58.5 for an 8 4 
average. 


Conant is the top Dist. 211 school with 


<19.5 points for six sports (no swimming) 
and a fine 8.3 average. Rounding out the 
first division arc Fremd with a 7.0 aver- 
age and Palatine and Prospect with 6.4 
each. 


Hersey, which has won two straight 


Cups and would retire the trophy with a 
third succes this year, held a lead after 
the fall sports with 33 points and an 11.0 
average. Fremd was second in the fall at 
10.3 for three sports. 


The first Paddock Cup was retired by 


A r l i n g t o n High School after three 
straight triumphs, and the oldest Dist. 
214 school actually won four straight be- 
fore Hersey made its move in 1971-72. 


Only three sports will be contested in 


the spring. Baseball, track and field, and 
tennis are on the spring calendar. Golf 
was held last fall for the first time.

Cards collect 20 cage victories 
but big one seemed to slip away

It was, for Arlington's basketball team, 


like the guy who went out on the lake 
and caught fish like crazy ... big ones, 
good-eating ones, enough to fill the boat. 


Only this chap still came back at night 


a little disenheartened because that real 
giant one, the trophy-sized fish he had 
conjured up images of mounted over the 
mantle, managed somehow to squirm off 
the hook and get away. 


There were two such prize catches like 


that which Arlington nearly pulled into 
the net. Both of them finally eluded the 
Cardinals though and while it was great 
to collect a boat full of victories, there 
was still somewhat of an empty feeling 
when the season was over. 


"On a won-loss scale you could only 


term it a great year," pointed out Red- 
bird pilot George Zigman. "And yet .. ." 
His words trailed off into a silence that 
no amount of verbiage could better cx- 
I'Jain. 


As Zigman saw it, there were four 


goals which he felt his club had the abili- 
ty to attain in 1973-74. The Cards 
achieved two of them. 


"We felt we could win 20 games and 


we wanted to retain our North Diyision 
title. Both of these objectives were 
reached, of course, and each one merited 
enough reason to call the season a suc- 


cess considering the brand of com- 
petition they involved." 


Arlington's final 20-6 ledger, in fact, 


ranks as the second best effort in the 
long history of the school and one of only 
a handful of 20-plus cage campaigns ever 
recorded in the entire area. 


Along the way the Cards weaved a 10- 


• game winning streak down the, stretch 


that enabled them to annex their second 
straight division championship right on 
schedule. 


But then, after leading all the way 


through the game, Zigman's club was ka- 
yoed in the MSL title match by Conant 
64-63 and a third goal fell by the wayside. 
Three games later at Forest View the 
biggest goal of all was scuttled when 
Wheeling bumped them from state tour- 
nament action at the regional final level, 
68-63. 


"We just went cold for one night and 


paid a very dear price," Zigman recalled 
of that final defeat. "It was a tough way 
to go out because we really didn't play 
up to our capabilities." 


Despite the disheartening climax, there 


were an awful lot of positive aspects to 
this Card club and Zigmau was quick to 
point them out. "I think the most signifi- 
djant thing is that it was no patsy sched- 
ule'our players undertook this year. We 
went against some excellent non-confcr-

ence competition, but the toughest oppo- 
sition was probably right here in our 
league and the fact that Hersey went so 
•far proves very candidly that the league 
this season ranked 
with the best in 


state." 


Individually, the Arlington mentor had 


plenty of plaudits to pass around too, and 
he had the best ones aimed at his stand- 
out center Dan Donahue. 


"Dan has developed into a genuine big 


college prospect but it didn't come easy. 
He was a gangling 6-5 when he entered 
the program here at Arlington and only a 
tremendous amount of dedication and 
hard work on his part has enabled him to 
become the outstanding ballplayer he is 
today." 


Donahue led the team in scoring with 


538 points, good for a potent 20.7 tempo. 
He also pulled in 339 rebounds, to estab- 
lish a new school boarding record and 
ranked among the league's best in both 
these scoring and rebounding categories. 


Zigman had words of praise for Jeff 


Cleveland too, his versatile senior for- 
ward, who placed near the top of a num- 
ber of MSL lists including scoring (17.1), 
rebounds (11.5), assists (4.9) and both 
floor and free throw accuracy. "Jeff is a 
pure competitor with the kind of team 
leadership qualities that would make him 


an asset to any team." 


And with regard to the rest of his 


troops including regulars Doug Betters, 
Steve Loughman and Jerry DeSimpne, 
Zigman added: "This was as solid a 
team as I've ever had with great bench 
strength to go with a very talented start- 
ing lineup. I feel bad mostly for the play- 
ers themselves that they weren't able to 
advance further at the end of the sea- 
son." 


Maybe next year's team will. DeSi- 


mone will be back for his third year of 
varsity ball and to build around him, Zig- 
man can reach into a program that was 
successful at all levels down the line. 
"We have eight or nine kids in the sys- 
tem who could help us next year in addi- 
tion to Jerry and Dennie (Gaare) and 
Dan's younger brother Terry, who was 
with us on the varsity part of the year." 


Zigman sees more of a run-and-shoot 


type of club for 74-75 fueled -by a whole 
flock of deadly outside shooters. 


He'll probably be establishing some 


realistic goals again for next season, 
comparable to the ones set up prior to 
this year. 


And maybe — just maybe — next win- 


ter will be the time the big one doesn't 
get away.

A native of St. Louis, Lucey was di- 


recting Red Cross water safety programs 
even before he earned his B.S, degree 
from 
Illinois Wesleyan University in 


W33. After graduation he joined the Red 
Cross as a career man and has been con- 
nected with the organization in various 
capacities since. 


While working in New York City a 


number of years ago. he became a mem- 
ber of the North River Power Squadron 
where he served as squadron secretary. 
After moving to Chicago, he and several 
others 
formed 
the Evanston Power 


Squadron in 1952. and he has been a 
member there ever since, serving in all 
the squadron offices. 


Later he served in district offices in 


the area and finally as chairman of a 
number of USPS national committees. 
When illness created a vacancy in the 
national executive body, he was chosen 
as vice commander in charge of adminis- 
tration. Two years ago, he became exec- 
utive officer and now has succeeded as 
chief commander.

At 6-foot-9 and still growing, Withey 


shattered the Prospect record for most 
rebounds in a single game when he 
hauled down 24 against Buffalo Grove. 


Slayton has his choice of one of a half- 


dozen very capable performers who 
could fill the void created by Thompson's 
graduation. 


"We have kids who can give us addi- 


tional quickness, height, shooting or just 
about anything else that the situation dic- 
tates," Slayton said. 


"And the kids who aren't on the floor 


will give us a pretty fair bench." 


Slayton will be disappointed if Pros- 


pect only reverses its 9-14 next season.

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Coho derbies get go-ahead 
sign for May, June events 
Our tennis sale's a big smash. 


The weather appears to be Insistent on 


putting off the beginning of the fishing 
season, so anxious anglers might just as 
well spend their time preparing for what 
might be a great season on Lake Mich- 
igan. 


After having made their point, the 


Waukegan Port District has relented and 
agreed to permit the annual coho derby 
at its lakefront harbor. In truth, the port 
authority could not have prevented the 
derby, which will be sponsored this year 
by Salmon Unlimited. 


What the port authority could have 


done was withhold its cooperation In the 
project, but rather than force themselves 
on the small Waukegan harbor, SU offi- 
cers wisely negotiated and reached an 
agreement. Instead of having their head- 
quarters at the lakefront pavilion (now a 
marina), the club has leased facilities 
nearby at the former Bjerstadt Coal 
Yard on Clayton Street. The new head- 
quarters will relieve the congestion at 
the lakefront site and will also provide 
some additional parking space for vis- 
itors and contestants. 


Coho 74 will be the first derby at 


Waukegan. It will run from June 1 to 
June 9. Two other derbies will follow the 
SU event, with details of those to be an- 
nounced.

planting and 176,000 lake trout from the 
federal government. Michigan's .program 
calls for 4.5 million coho, 4 million chi- 
nook, 1.4 million rainbow, 400,000 browns 
and 88,000 lake trout. Indiana will stock 
150,000 coho, 150,000 Chinook and 100,000 
brownies. 


Wisconsin Deportment of Natural Re- 


sources officials also have reminded fish- 
ermen that this year, hopefully, we will 
be catching some of the progeny of the 
8,000 Atlantic salmon that state stocked 
in an experiment with the west coast 
species. It remains to be seen if the At- 
lantics fare as well as the chinook and 
coho, but officials see no reason why 
they should not. 


The Atlantlcs are very much like the 


other salmons in the lake, but probably 
will not run as heavy. West Coast experi- 
ence with this fish was strictly on a fly 
line, so we can pass along little informa- 
tion about taking them. Perhaps they 
will join the steelheads to provide some 
spring and fall river and stream fishing. 


Speaking of steelheads, Michigan offi- 


cials recently announced a big fish trans- 
fer operation on the Manistee and Little 
Manistee rivers last fall. From Novem- 
ber to December, biologists stocked 
some 1500 adult steelhead in prime 
spawning waters in the Pine and Ma- 
nistee rivers above the Hodenpyle Dam. 
The fish came out of the Little Manistee 
weir. 


It is expected that the adult spawners 


produced enough eggs to provide 100,000 
steelhead smolt in the next two years. 
When they reach six to eight inches, the 
young will move downstream, officials 
say, with the high spring floods and into 
Lake Michigan. After three or four years 
of growing, they'll go back to the Ma- 
nistee to spawn and provide some great 
sport for river fishermen.

ALL BOATERS ARE affected by new 


Coast Guard safety regulations that went 


into effect last October. 


The new, regulations call for one 


"wearable" life jacket for each 'passen- 
ger aboard boats 16 feet or longer, plus 
one "throwable" device, such as a buoy- 
ant cushion per boat. Boats less than 16 
feet in length and all canoes .and kayaks 
must carry either one life jacket or one 
tlirowable device per passenger. 


Under the new rules, all wearable or 


throwable life saving devices are called 
"Personal Flotation Devices," or PFD's, 
and are classified in four types. PFD's in 
types 1, 2, or 3 are various kinds of life 
jackets;-type 4 PFD's are throwables, 
such as seat cushions or ring buoys. 
Thus, in Coast Guard language, boats 16 
feet or longer must carry a type 1, 2, 3 
PFD for each passenger and one type 4 
PFD. 


The regulations do not require the pas- 


sengers to wear the life jackets, but the 
new models are so comfortable and light- 
weight that it isn't a bad idea. They fit 
like a hunting or fishing vest, without re- 
stricting movement. 


The new PFD's are expensive, starting 


at aboout $24 each, but they are well 
built and should last several seasons, 
providing they are cared for properly.

WISCONSIN'S FISHING season opens 


May 4 and the Department of Natural 
Resources reminds nonresidents of three 
new licenses available for the first time 
this year. 


The new family license costs $18 and 


includes both parents and all children 16 
and 17 years of age. Children under 16 do 
not need a license. The family license is 
a season license. 


The regular nonresident license for' in- 


dividuals is $12.50. 


Wisconsin also offers vacation-size li- 


censes. A four-day license for individuals 
is $5.50; a 15 day license is $7.50. Last 
fall's 24 hour license has been dis- 
continued.

When the trend has 'been lose, lose, 


lose, it's more, than just a little hard to 
win.

High school 
group hits 
court ruling 


The National Federation of State High 


School Associations has expiessed dis- 
agieement with Champaign County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Richard Little who 
recently granted a permanent injunction 
against an IHSA rule which prohibits 
boys and girls from, competing together 
in interscholdstic athletics. 


"Because the jurisdiction of a county 


court is limited, Judge Little's decision 
will have no effect on the rules of high 
school associations in other states," said 
a National Federation spokesman 


"But nonetheless, it is disturbing to 


have even a county circuit court judge 
display such disregard for the pre- 
ponderance of higher court decisions 
which have established that separate 
athletic programs are in the best interest 
of female athletes." 


Judge Little's ruling pei tains only to 


contact sports where there is no team 
provided for one or the other sex Still, 
the National Federation makes the objec- 
tion that permitting the fastest one or 
two female runners to join the boys track 
team only obscures the problem for doz- 
ens of other girls who might want to par- 
ticipate but do not have enough ability 


Furthermore, the National Federation 


indicates the ruling must permit boys to 
join previously all-girl teams ia non-con- 
tact sports if there is no team provided 
for boys "It is very likely many girls 
will be eliminated from volleyball teams 
in Champaign County next year because 
boys teams are not provided," the Na- 
tional Federation spokesman said 


"Not permitting girls and boys to com- 


pete together is not mere discrimination. 
The policy of separate teams is designed 
to protect girls programs from invastion 
by beys who aro generally much better 
in athletic performance on the high 
school level"

One look at Debbie and you know she's 


one of the students school officials are 
talking about when they refer to "dis- 
cipline problems" or "the ones we can't 
reach."

She smokes In quick, sharp 
puffs and holds her cigaret in manner 
seen only among silent movie stars and 
very young girls.

"Nobody ever asked me what I thought 


of school before," she says, looking at 
you with a mixture of suspicion and en- 
thusiasm. "Say it's a prison — and say 
Mr, (the dean at her school) is terrible.

prompted by the expressions of agree- 
ment from her friends. "You know what 
he does?" she asks, once again referring 
t6 the dean. "He calls kids into his office 


and tells them that if they don't tell him 
all the kids in the school who are using 
drugs he'll suspend them. And you know 
what — he called me a whore once — he 
asked me if I was a prostitute, you know, 
selling my body ..." 


YOU LOOK AT her, braless under a, 


tight "shrink" top that stops at her navel 
and you think that maybe the dean 
wasn't trying to be malicious when he 
said that. Maybe he was a frustrated 
adult who hoped the word would some- 
how reach her and shock her into more 
acceptable standards of behavior. 


You remember the principal from 'an- 


other school who, after sitting through an 
hour-long interview constantly glancing 
at the clock, had admitted he was wait- 
ing for a call from a mother who had 
gone home the night before 'to decide 
whether to put her son in a miltary 
academy or sign 'a complaint against 
him in juvenile court, asking that he-be 
declared an "uncontrollable juvenile." 


The principal recalled the meeting at 


which the boy's case had been discussed 
by assistant principals, counselors, the 
dean, social workers and a psychologist 
— professionals with literally, hundreds 
of years of education among them. All of 
them, he said, "were helpless because of 
a snotnosed kid who just won't do any- 
thing he doesn't want to do." 


You remember that principal's frustra- 


tion as you listen to Debbie. Yes, you 
think, that dean who called her a prosti- 
tute may have reached that level of frus- 
tration. But, of course, his tactics didn't 
work with Debbie — she simply took the 
remark as one more assault on her dig- 
nity by a system that allows her little 
dignity. 


EVERY HIGH school in the United 


States has some students like Debbie. 
School administrators know it, students 
know it and parents know it. But they 
comfort themselves with the knowledge 
that not all students react the way Deb- 
bie does to high school. 


There also are the honor students, 


who do well and who like their school. 


Claire Thielen, yearbook editor at Pal- 


atine High School, for example, can say, 
"Palatine is a good school. There's a lot 
of pride here." 


But Claire and her friends have strong 


opinions about student discipline policies, 
too. The hall monitor who patrols outside 
the yearbook office "has an imaginary 
line and you can't cross her line without 
a pass," Claire says. "That's just silly." 


HONOR STUDENTS don't just have 


gripes about discipline, policies — they 
have proposals for change. Both Bill 
Busse, former student council president 
at Elk Grove High School, and Adam 
Garmoran from Palatine, favor a system 
that would eliminate the requirement 
that all students attend all classes. 


Garmoran says, "The whole system 


now is directed toward the wrong goals. 
I feel that if a student cuts a class, he's 
the one who misses out. I've suggested a 
system where a student could get his 


teacher's and parent's 'permission to 
miss a class if he didn't feel he had to 
go."' 


Busse's proposal is similar. "I think 


that if you can maintain a 'B' in a class 
and you don't want to go on a certain 
day, I don't think you should have to go. 
Sophomore year I had a friend who had 
a photographic memory and he never 
worked very hard and got A's. He 
shouldn't have to go to class." 


An honor, student whose father is, in- 


cidentally, a school administrator, also 
brings up the question of the enforce- 
ment of class attendance. "The school is 
run on a punishment-reward system just 
like you use when you'train a dog," he 
says. "It all comes down to the point of 
whether we're going to school for our- 
selves or for those people in the office," 
he adds.' 


DEBBIE AND HER friends find the 


penalties imposed on them ineffective. A 
girl named Vickie says, "They shouldn't

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Village lifts 
Strathmore Grove 
stop-work order

Buffalo Grove has lifted the stop-work 


order on the Strathmore Grove subdivi- 
sion that was Issued last week after offi- 
cials found that building permits for the 
project were Issued illegally. 


Members of the village board unani- 


mously agreed Monday night to cancel 
the order after the developer? Levitt and 
Sons Inc, told them the firm had 
reached an agreement for a necessary 
sanitary sewer easement across a neigh- 
boring property. 


Issuing building permits was a viola- 


tion of the village's subdivision regu- 
lations because Levitt never received fi- 
nal engineering approval. Obtaining all 
necessary easements Is required before 
engineering approval is given. 


Village Engineer Arnold Seaberg said 


the easement problem was the only mat- 
ter that was standing in the way of final 
engineering approval, The village board 
then gave final approval and lifted the 
stop-work order, 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson said he 


authorized issuance of building permits 
for four model homes late last year be- 
cause he thought final approval had been 
given, contingent on acceptance of engi- 
neering plans. The permits were issued, 
he said, because of a 
"misunder- 


standing." 


Until last Thursday, Levitt had been 


unsuccessful in its attempts to obtain an 
easement across the property of George 
Spoerlein. Spoerleln's property is near 
111. file, 83 and Arlington Heights Road, 
south of Levitt's Koelper-Demuth proper- 
ty.Three weeks ago, the village board 
agreed to negotiate with Spoerlein and if 
necessary initiate condemnation to ob- 
tain the easement.

Police suspect 'bomb factory' 
Homemade bomb injures man 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Ont of two men police believe were en- 


gaged in operating a "bomb factory" in 
Arlington Heights was severely injured 
yesterday when a device exploded in his 
hand. 


Injured was Mark A. Pearson, 22, of 


122 Des Plaines, Hoffman Estates, who 
was listed in "serious, but stable condi- 
tion" at Northwest Community Hospital. 
He suffered extensive injuries to the en- 
tire left side of his body. 


Police arrested his companion, John 


Kerry Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, for possession of ex- 
plosives. Charges were pending against 
Pearson. Completed bombs and ex- 
plosives reportedly were discovered in 
the basement of Nichols' duplex house. 


According to police reports, Pearson 


was carrying a pipe bomb, about 22 
inches, long and two inches in diameter, 
behind the Nichols' house when the ex- 


plosion ocurred. Nichols was not injured 
by the blast. 


Pipe fragments were imbedded in the 


Nichols' house and broke windows in the 
neighborhood. The explosion was heard 
about a half-mile away. 


NICHOLS REPORTEDLY fled into his 


house after the blast. Arlington Heights 
police later arrested him there. 


Police and FBI agents called into the 


investigation 
reportedly discovered a 


bomb factory in the Nichols' basement. 
Black powder, fuses • and 
completed 


bombs were taken from the basement, 
police said. 


Members of the Chicago Police De- 


partment bomb squad, also called into 
the case, said the basement had two 
pounds of black powder, large quantities 
of commercial fireworks and empty fire- 
works cases, ammunition and lengths of 
fuses. 


Twelve finished bombs were also dis- 


covered. They included a six-inch bomb 


covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and sizes, and other bombs filled 
with nails, buckshot and other material. 
The bombs • varied in size from small 
plaster-packed grenades to metal pipes 
about two feet long. 


Arlington Heights police said it was the 


largest cache of explosives ever con- 
fiscated in the village. 


THE BOMBS ALL were homemade 


from explosives taken from ammunition 
or fireworks, police said. No stolen or 
commercially 
manufactured 
devices 


were in the basement, police said. 


Police said they have placed no motive 


on the pair's action yet. One policeman 
said Pearson and Nichols "graduated 
from playing around with firecrackers." 


A neighbor, who asked not to be identi- 


fied, said, "I thought it was all over 
when I heard-it and the stuff (pipe frag- 
ments) came flying through the win- 
dows." 


He said neither Nichols nor Pearson 


caused any trouble in the neighborhood. 
He termed them "quiet." 


Another witness said, "It was loud and 


scary. I wasn't sure if it was just a loud 
shotgun or what." 


POLICE 
REMOVED several large 


pipe fragments from the side of the Nich- 
ols' residence. The backyard was littered 
with bits of metal and paper wadding. 
The force of the blast tore several foot- 
deep crater's in the yard. 


A sppnt fireworks casing was dis- 


covered under the rear porch. 


Police said,.based on debris recovered 


so far, the bomb Pearson was carrying 
was packed with black powder and paper 
wadding. There were no nails or other 
shrapnel-like materials in its construc- 
tion.

A list of 1973-74 salaries earned by suburban high school 


superintendents, compiled by the Dist. 214 board, indicates 
that pay ranges from $49,000 for the superintendent of New 
Trier High School Dist. 203 to $26,650 for the superintendent 
of south suburban Lomcnt High School Dist. 210. 


Streaker discipline protest 


Dist. 214 board member Richard Bachhuber protested dis- 


cipline actions which have been taken against streakers in the 
high sahools Monday, but found his objections got little sym- 
pathy from the rest of the board, 


Bachhuber objected to 9- and 10-day suspensions which have 


been given captured streakers by officials at Arlington, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Prospect high schools. Ten days is the 
maximum suspension school officials can give without taking 
a discipline case to the board. 


Bachhuber said, "The schools are apparently lacking in a 


sense of humor. The kids enjoyed it and if you don't take it 
seriously, it will go away." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said he has not ordered school offi- 


cials to give maximum suspensions to streakers but added, 
"We've been taking it seriously. We've taken it as a serious 
Infringement on the rights of others." 


Other board members said they supported the suspensions. 


Board Pres. Gene Artemenko said, "I wouldn't want a 
streaker running past my 15-year-old daughter." 


Log-cabin leave denied 


By a 3-3 vote, the Dist. 214 board Monday refused to grant a 


sabbatical leave to a teacher who wants to spend next year 
living in a cabin in the north woods. 


The board, voting with one member absent, defeated a rec- 


ommendation from the district administration, that John 
McGee, a sociology teacher at Prospect High School since 
1968. be paid $6,905 for next year while living in a cabin which 
he will build himself this summer. 


Under terms of the sabbatical, McGee would have spent the 


year studying the district's curriculum, reading and working 
to "broaden his outlook and background to be better able to 
teach sociology more effectively." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, in recommending the sabbatical, 


said. "It is unusual, but Its unusualness attracted us to it. We 
have talked to him and we became convinced that this experi- 
ence will be of benefit to him as a teacher." 


Board member Donald Hoeck, however, said, "I don't see 


how building a summer cottage is going to help this guy 
teach." 


Hoeck. Jack Matthews and Warren Schabinger voted 


against the sabbatical, while Gene Artemenko, Arthur Aron- 
son and Richard Bachhuber voted in favor of it. 


In a related action, the board granted a sabbatical leave for 


next year at a salnry of $12.586 for Linda Babl, a home 
economics teacher at Buffalo Grove High School, so she can 
study for a doctorate degree at the University of Northern 
Colorado and granted a sabbatical at a salary of $5,085 to 
Timothy Schaap, a science teacher at Forest View High 
School, so he can work on his doctorate at Northern Illinois 
University. Schaap will teach part time next year.

The High School Dist. 214 board buried the Northwest Edu- 


cation Cooperative computer co-op Monday, the organization 
It had placed in jeopardy last month. 


The board, acting on behalf of the NEC governing board as 


required by law, approved a resolution notifying Xerox Corp. 
that the co-op will disband and return the computer it had 
contracted to buy from Xerox. 


The computer co-op, which had operated for several years 


with Dist. 214 and seven elementary school districts, was 
reduced to six members when'Dist. 214 and Prospect Heights 
Dist. 23 pulled out last month. The co-op had been criticized 
by Dist. 214 and other districts for providing poor computer 
service. 


A tentative budget was drawn up earlier this month to 


allow the co-op to continue if all six elementary districts 
remained with the organization. River Trails Dist. 26, how- 
ever, voted to withdraw and the co-op will now disband. 


Dist. 214 has already contracted with Westinghouse Learn- 


ing Corp. for computer service for next year and has asked 
Westinghouse if it might supply computer service to some 
local elementary districts.

The congregation of Good Shepherd 


Lutheran Church in Prospect Heights 
spent the third Sunday before Easter in a 
very unusual way — celebrating a Jew- 
ish Leder. 


Complete with yarmulke (Jewish skull- 


cap) and singing in Hebrew, the more 
than 200 parishioners in attendance were 
led in the Passover feast by Rabbi Mor- 
decai Rosen of Temple Beth Judea in 
Buffalo Grove. 


Why the celebration of a Jewish ritual 


in the middle of the Lenten season? Pas- 
tor Anton P. Weber said the event' was 
an attempt to bring more meaning to 
Lent and to establish a Jewish-Christian 
dialogue. 


"We started looking at our traditional 


observations of Lent and we felt the 
people were not responding to it and it 
was not meeting their needs," Pastor 
Weber said. 


"""re decided to revamp our presenta- 


tion of Lent and including the Seder was 
one means of doing this. The Holy Com- 
munion finds its roots in the seder, so we 
invited Rabbi Rosen to come and explain 
the meaning of it to us," Pastor Weber 
said. 


PASTOR WEBER introduced Rabbi 


Rosen by saying, he would "Try to help 
you (the parishioners) understand the 
rich traditions that are a part of both 
Christianity and Judism." 


Rabbi Rosen then went on to explain 


the interpretations and meanings of each 
food on the Seder plate as well as the 
rituals that accompany the eating" of 
each food. 


Included on the plate are parlsey, nuts 


and chopped apples, salt water, hard- 
boiled eggs, bitter herbs and wine. 


The Seder meal starts with a glass of 


wine or the cup of joy, as it is called by 
the Jews. Four cups of wine are drunk 
through the course of the seder, with each 
cup representing one of God's promises 
to the Jews as spelled out in a passage 
from the Book of Exodus. The four prom- 
ises include that God would save, free, 
redeem and lead the Jews out of Egypt. 


PARSLEY DIPPED in salt water is 


the next course from the Seder plate. 
Parsley, Rabbi Rosen said, represents 
spring for its green color. It can also rep- 
resent a salad when dipped in the salt 
water to serve as the beginning of the 
meal, the Rabbi said. 


The bitter herbs represent the bitter- 


ness of slavery which the Jews experi- 
enced while in Egypt under the Pha- 
roahs, Rabbi Rosen said. 


Also included as part of the Seder plate 


is matzoh, a flat bread, which the rabbi 
blesses before it is eaten. Rabbi Rosen 
also said the eggs on the plate are taken 
to represent life or a beginning as Passo- 
ver symbolizes a beginning for the Jews.

an option "maybe only 80 would choose to 
go to Buffalo Grove."

"The Messiah 
for most Jews is more an ideal our con- 
cept that we m.ust improve ur quality of 
life and rid the world of war and strife," 
Rabbi Rosen said. "We look more to our- 
selves than to God for improving our 
lives."

dinner and Rabbi Rosen and Pastor We- 
ber went from table to table to talk with 
parioners and answer their questions. 


"We feel we have accomplished our

City officials have estimated that a 5 


per cent tax on electric,, gas and tele- 
phone bills could raise ian estimated $1 
million annually. 


DES PLAINES Comptroller 
Duane 


Blietz told The Herald the utility tax 
could bring about a reduction in the real 
estate taxes assessed by the city. 


Blietz said the city is not required to 


pass a tax levy ordinance until next Sep- 
tember. In the meantime, city officials 
are studying a variety of proposals to 
finance increasing city costsy 


Besides big manpower increases in 


both the fire and police departments, city 
officials have not yet .come to salary 
terms with the police, fire and public 
works employes. 


In addition to the possible institution-of 


a utility tax, city officials have also giv- 
en thought to a hike in the garbage col- 


lection fee. However, an effort to pass an 
increase in the charge was delayed. 


SEVERAL aldermen argued that in- 


creasing the garbage fee to help for in- 
creased fire and police protection con- 
stituted an unfair burden for the single- 
family homeowner. City garbage service 
is offered only to single-family homes, 
and not apartments or businesses. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel has not taken a 


definite stand on how the budget •increas- 
es will be financed. . 


He did speculate that .some aldermen: 


who will be facing reelection next year 


might be squeamish about approving a 
tax hike.

"They voted to add the manpower, and 


the money has to come from, somewhere 
to pay for these things," Behrel said. 


Several aldermen-have voiced concern 


over the fact that either the utility tax or 
ah- increase, in garbage collection would 
not be deductible on a property owner's 
income tax while a general Increase in 
the real estate tax would. 


Behrel' said he was still collecting data 


related to the utility tax to give the city 
a better idea of how much revenue would 
be derived from such a tax.

Police suspect 'bomb factory* 
Homemade bomb injures man

One of two men police believe were en- 


gaged in operating a "bomb factory" in 
Arlington Heights was severely injured 
yesterday when a device exploded in his 
hand 
« 


Injured was Mark A Pearson, 22, of 


122 Des Flames, Hoffman Estates, who 
was listed in "serious, but stable condi- 
tion" at Northwest Community Hospital 
He suffered extensive injuries to the en- 
tire left side of his body. 


Police arrested his' companion, John 


Kerry Nichols, 20, of 404 N Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, for possession of ex- 
plosives Charges were pending against 
Pearson. Completed bombs and ex- 
plosives reportedly were discovered in 
the basement of Nichols' duplex house. 


According to police reports, Pearson 


was carrying a pipe bomb, about 22 
inches long and two inches in diameter, 
behind the Nichols' house when the ex- 


plosion ocurred. Nichols was not injured 
by the blast. 


Pipe fragments were imbedded in the 


Nichols' house and broke windows in the 
neighborhood. The explosion was heard 
about a half-mile away. 


NICHOLS REPORTEDLY fled into his 


house after the blast, Arlington Heights 
police later arrested him there. 


Police and FBI agents called into the 


investigation reportedly discovered a 
bomb- factory in the Nichols' basement. 
Black powder, fuses and completed 
bombs were taken ,from the basement, 
police said 
, 


Members of the Chicago Police De- 


partment bomb squad, also called into 
the case, said the basement had two 
pounds of black powder, large quantities 
of commercial fireworks and empty fire- 
works cases, ammunition and lengths of

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Schools like a city—law and order is hard to maintain 


Editor's note: High schools, with their 


2.SDO or more students, are as large as 
many communities. And, as In a city, 
there must be order and a way to en- 
force It, In this five-part series Herald 
Education Editor Wandalyn Rice and 
Education Writer Katherlne fioyce take 
a look at the problem of maintaining dis- 
cipline In the schools from the viewpoint 
of the student, teacher, parent, adminis- 
trator and school board member. The 
first part takes a look at the students.

One look at Debbie and you know she's 


one of the students school officials are 
talking about when they refer to "dis- 
cipline problems" ov "the ones we can't 
reach." 


She's a pretty girl even with heavy 


makeup and hair dyed an obviously un- 
natural color. She smokes In quick, sharp 
puffs and holds her clgaret in manner 
seen only among silent movie stars and 
very young girls.

"Nobody ever asked me what I thought 


of school before," she says, looking at 
you with a mixture of suspicion and en- 
thusiasm. "Say it's a prison — and say 
Mr. (the dean at her school) !S terrible. 
He doesn't ever listen to you." 


She is warming to her subject now, 


prompted by the expressions of agree- 
ment from her friends. "You know what 
he does?" she asks, once again referring 
to the dean. "He calls kids into his office 


and tells them that if they don't tell him 
all the kids in the school who are using 
drugs he'll suspend them. And you know 
what — he called me a Whore once — he 
asked me if I was a prostitute, you know, 
selling my body..." 


YOU LOOK AT her, braless under a 


tight "shrink" top that stops at her navel 
and you think that maybe the dean 
wasn't trying to be malicious when he 
said that. Maybe he was a frustrated 
adult who hoped'the word would some- 
how reach her and shock her into more 
acceptable standards of behavior. 


You remember the principal from an-, 


other school who, after sitting through an 
hour-long interview constantly glancing 
at the clock, had admitted he was wait- 
ing for a call from a mother who had 
gone home the night before to decide 
whether to put her son in a miltary 
academy or sign a complaint against 
him in juvenile court, asking that he be 
declared an "uncontrollable juvenile.". 


The principal recalled the meeting at 


which the boy's case had been discussed 
by assistant principals, counselors, the 
dean, social workers and a psychologist 
— professionals with literally, hundreds 
of years of education among them. All of 
them, he said, "were helpless because of 
a snotnosed kid who just won't do any- 
thing he doesn't want to do." 


You remember that principal's frustra- 


tion as you listen to Debbie. Yes, you 
think, that dean who called her a prosti- 
tute may have reached that level of frus- 
tration. But, of course, his tactics didn't 
work with Debbie — she simply took the 
remark as one more assault on her dig- 
nity by a system that allows her little 
dignity. 


EVERY HIGH school in the United 


States has some students like Debbie. 
School administrators know it, students 
know it and parents, know it. But they 
comfort themselves with the knowledge 
that not all students react the way Deb- 
bie does to high school. 


There also are the honor students, 


who do well and who like their school. 


Claire Thielen, yearbook editor at Pal- 


atine High School, for example, can say, 
"Palatine is a good school. -There's a lot 
of pride here." 


But Claire and her friends have strong 


opinions about student discipline policies, 
too. The hall monitor who patrols outside 
the yearbook office "has an imaginary 
line and you can't cross her line without 
a pass," Claire says. "That's just silly." 


HONOR STUDENTS don't just have 


gripes about discipline policies — they 
have proposals for change.. Both Bill 
Busse, former student council president 
at Elk Grove High School, and Adam 
Garmoran from Palatine,, favor a system 
that would eliminate the requirement 
that all students attend all classes. 


Garmoran says, "The whole system 


now is directed toward the wrong goals. 
I feel that if a student cuts a class, he's 
the one who misses out. I've suggested a 
system where a student could get his 


teacher's and parent's permission to 
miss a class if he didn't feel he had to 
go." 
.Busse's proposal is similar. "I think 
that if you can maintain a 'B' in a class 
and you don't want to go on a certain 
day, I don't think you should have to go. 
Sophomore year I had a friend who had 
a photographic memory and he never 
worked very hard and got A's. He 
shouldn't have to go to class." 


An honor student whose father is, in- 


cidentally, a school administrator, also 
brings up the question of the enforce- 
ment of class attendance. "The school is 
run on a punishment-reward system just 
like you use when you train a dog," he 
says. "It all comes down to the point of 
whether we're going to school for our- 
selves or for those people in the office," 
he adds. 


DEBBIE AND HER friends find the 


penalties.imposed on them ineffective. A 
girl named Vickie says, "They shouldn't

A bad winter and a lack of street- 


patching materials tills spring could 
mean bad news tor Elk Grove Township 
roads in need ot repairs, but most 
serious repairs will get done, said Alfred 
Stell. highway commissioner. 


Stelt said the past winter with its many 


severe frosts ami thaws and unusually 
large amounts of rain, wreaked havoc on 
the township's 22 miles of roads. 


"Crumbled edges and potholes and 


whole stretches of cracked up pavement 
appeared cm some roads almost over- 
night." said Steil. He said that during 
rains, water seeps under the asphalt 
pavement.

Trustees put off 
hiring planner, 
traffic analyst 


Trustees of Elk Grove Village Tuesday 


night put off hiring a professional village 
planner and a traffic analyst, both pre- 
viously recommended by the Village 
Plan Commission. 


Trustee Ed Kenna, at the village board 


meeting, chairman of the judicial plan- 
ning and zoning committee, said, "I want 
to discuss this with the (plan commis- 
sion) chairman before I bring the com- 
mission's recommendation to this board 
for action.1' 


Kenna said he did not want action on 


proposals that were submitted to him in 
contract form just days before the vil- 
lage board session. "We need further dis- 
cussion on hiring two consultants," Ken- 
na said. 


"DISCUSSIONS about the necessity of 


consultants' services were held between 
my committee and the plan commission, 
but not the actual development of a con- 
tract," Kenna added. 


At the plan commission's meeting last 


Thursday its members voted to recom- 
mend a $13,000 traffic study of Elk Grove 
Village, and update of the $18,000 1971 
study prepared by Barton and Aschman 
Associates Inc., traffic analysts. 


Also recommended was the hiring of 


Allen L. Kracower and Associates Inc. of 
Des Plaines, professional village plan- 
ners, for a $7,820 annual fee. 


Barton and Aschman Associates has 


suggested a three-phase work program 
and continuing consulting services on a 
per-job-payment plan. 


PHASE I Is a general evaluation or 


updating of the existing system. Phase II 
deals with Issues involving future village 
development. Phase III involves a re- 
view of the proposed 700-acre planned 
unit development, west of III. Rte. 53, 
proposed by Centex Builders, and a 
study of the impact the construction will 
impose. 


Kracower and Associates had given 


plan commission members advice at a 
previous meeting concerning the 700-acre 


frozen water acting like an underground 
d e m o l i t i o n tool that rips up the 
roadbed," said Steil. 


"I face the same problems municipal- 


ities in this area do," said Steil. "As- 
phalt plants normally open for business 
in mid-April, This year I may not be able 
to get all the patching materials or pav- 
ing materials I need."

Prospect. 


• Repaving of that portion of Central 


Road between Lincoln and White Oak 
streets. 


• Construction of a hard top road on 


the north edge of the township. Meier 
Road, now a gravel road, will be paved 
from Connie Lane 600 feet north.

Park district's most popular offering - bellydancing

"I can't shake two things at once," 


said the suburban housewife who was 
having trouble getting her body to do 
what she wanted it to. 


Meanwhile, 10 of her peers were also 


trying to execute a move that looked like 
a cross between a shimmy and a dip. 


Although it's not in the tradition of Ar- 


thur Murray, the most popular program 
this spring in the Elk Grove Park Dis- 
trict is a dancing class — bellydancing, 
that is. 


About 130 Elk Grove Village women 


are participating in the program under 
the guidance of an authentic Egyptian 
belly dancer, 
village resident 
Soheir 


Hammoud. 


HER PUPILS come dressed in slacks, 


jeans, or leotards and are in all shapes 
and sizes. Although they have various 
reasons for taking the class, they all 


have a common goal — getting or stay- 
ing in shape. 


"It's good for the health," said Mrs. 


Hammoud, who came to the U. S. 3Vz 
years ago after living in Egypt all her 
life. "Every muscle in the body is used," 
she added. 
' Her pupils attest to that. Many had dis- 
covered muscles they never knew existed 
after the first class of bending, twisting, 
shimmying and dipping. 


"The first day was the roughest. Ev- 


erybody was bumping into everybody 
else," said Mrs. Hammoud, who-after 
studying bellydancing in Cairo, taught 
the dance in Egypt. 


WHAT DO YOU need to be a good bel- 


lydancer? 


"You need imagination and have to be 


relaxed," said Mrs. Hammoud. "And you 
have to think round. All movements are 
in circles, not like the more straight mo- 
tions of American dances." 


Although Elk Grove Village may be 


cornering the market on American belly- 
dancers, it won't be evident if Mrs. Ham- 
jnoud's students follow Egyptian custom. 


Only professional dancers are allowed 


to bellydance in public, according to 
Mrs. Hammoud. "It's considered improp- 
er for anyone else unless it's at a private 
party with family," she said. 


Besides learning about 25 bellydancing 


steps, students also learn how to manipu- 
late zills or little cymbals, two of which 
are worn on each hand and are clapped 
to the music. 


Although the music and steps are quite 


different, Mrs. Hammoud's pupils are 
apparently catching on well — perhaps 
too well, according to some election 
workers in the recent primary who 
claimed they got "mixed up" when coun- 
ting the ballots in an adjacent' room 
which had a good view of the dancers.

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Dist. 214 wrapup 
Gilbert gets 
raise to S 11,500 


High School Dlst. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert will earn $41,500 


next year, a $3,000 salary Increase over this year. 


The Dlst. 214 board Monday approved the pay raise for 


Gilbert for the 1974-75 school year and also extended his con- 
tract with the district through the 1976-77 school year. No 
changes were made in Gilbert's fringe benefits, which include 
a car. 


Following the unanimous approval of the raise, board Pres. 


Gene Artemenko said, "I think the increase and extension of 
the contract indicate the feeling of the board toward the su- 
perintendent and the way the district is being run." 


Gilbert's new salary compares to $34,700 which was earned 


this year by Supt. Richard Koize in High School Dist. 211 and 
$40.000 earned by Maine Twp. High School Dist. 207's Richard 
Short. 


A list of 1973-74 salaries earned by suburban high school 


superintendents, compiled by the Dlst. 214 board, indicates 
that pay ranges from $49,000 for the superintendent of New 
Trier High School Dist. 203 to $26,650 for the superintendent 
of south suburban Lemont High School Dist, 210. 


Streaker discipline protest 


Dist. 214 board member Richard Bachhuber protested dis- 


cipline actions which have been taken against streakers in the 
high schools Monday, but found his objections got little sym- 
pathy from the rest of the board. 


Bachhuber objected to 9- and 10-day suspensions which have 


been given captured streakers by officials at Arlington, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Prospect high schools. Ten days is the 
maximum suspension school officials can give without taking 
a discipline case to the board. 


Bachhuber said, "The schools are apparently lacking in a 


sense of humor. The kids enjoyed it and if you don't take it 
seriously, it will go away." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said he has not ordered school offi- 


cials to give maximum suspensions to streakers but added, 
"We've been taking it seriously. We've taken it as a serious 
infringement on the rights of others." 


Other board members said they supported the suspensions. 


Board Pres. Gene Artemenko said, "I wouldn't want a 
streaker running past my 15-year-old daughter." 


Log-cabin leave denied 


By a 3-3 vote, the Dist. 214 board Monday refused to grant a 


sabbatical leave to a teacher who wants to spend next yea; 
living in a cabin in the north woods. 


The board, voting with one member absent, defeated a rec- 


ommendation from the district administration, that John 
McGee, a sociology teacher at Prospect High School since 
1968, be paid $6,905 for next year while living in a cabin which 
he will build himself this summer. 


Under terms of the sabbatical, McGee would have spent the 


year studying the district's curriculum, reading and working 
to "broaden his outlook and background to be better able to 
teach sociology more effectively." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, In recommending the sabbatical, 


said, "It is unusual, but its unusualness attracted us to it, We 
have talked to him and we became convinced that this experi- 
ence will be of benefit to him as a teacher." 


Board member Donald Hoeck, however, said, "I don't see 


how building.a summer cottage is going to help this guy 
teach." 


Hoeck. Jack Matthews and Warren Schabinger voted 


against the sabbatical, while Gene Artemenko, Arthur Aron- 
son and Richard Bachhuber voted in favor of it. 


In a related action, the board granted a sabbatical leave for 


next year at a salary of $12,686 for Linda Babl, a home 
economics teacher at Buffalo Grove High School, so she can 
study for a doctorate degree at the University of Northern 
Colorado and granted a sabbatical at a salary of $5,085 to 
Timothy Schaap, a science teacher at Forest View High 
School, so he can work on his doctorate at Northern Illinois 
University. Schaap will teach part time next year. 


Neiv department head 


Samuel Leopardo, a history teacher at Elk Grove High 


School since it opened, has been named social studies and 
foreign language division head for the school. 


The Dlst. 214 board approved the appointment Monday. 


Leopardo replaces division head Marge Olson who resigned 
last semester, 


Computer co-op buried 


The High School Dlst. 214 board buried the Northwest Edu- 


cation Cooperative computer co-op Monday, the organization 
it had placed in jeopardy last month. 


The board, acting on behalf of the NEC governing board as 


required by law, approved a resolution notifying Xerox Corp. 
that the co-op will disband and return the computer it had 
contracted to buy from Xerox. 


The computer co-op, which had operated for several years 


with Dlst. 214 and seven elementary school districts, was 
reduced to six members when Dist. 214 and Prospect Heights 
Dlst, 23 pulled out last month. The co-op had been criticized 
by Dist. 214 and other districts for providing poor computer 
service, 


A tentative budget was drawn up earlier this month to 


allow the co-op to continue if all six elementary districts 
remained with the organization. River Trails Dist. 26, how- 
ever, voted to withdraw and the co-op will now disband. 


Dist. 214 has already contracted with Westinghouse Learn- 


ing Corp, for computer service for next year and has asked 
Westinghouse if it might supply computer service to some 
local elementary districts.

Police suspect 'bomb factory' 
Homemade bomb injures man 


by JOE SWICKARD 


One of two men police believe were en- 


gaged in operating a "bomb factory" in 
Arlington Heights was severely injured 
yesterday when a device exploded in his 
hand. 


Injured was Mark A. Pearson, 22, of 


122 Des Plaines, Hoffman Estates, who 
was listed in "serious, but stable condi- 
tion" at Northwest Community Hospital. 
He suffered extensive injuries to the en- 
tire left side of his body. 
> 


Police arrested his companion, John 


Kerry Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, for possession of ex- 
plosives. Charges were pending against 
Pearson. Completed bombs and ex- 
plosives reportedly were discovered in 
the basement of Nichols' duplex house. 


According to police reports, Pearson 


was carrying a pipe bomb, about 22 
inches long and two inches in diameter, 
behind the Nichols' house when the ex- 


plosion centred. Nichols was not injured 
by the blast. 


Pipe fragments were imbedded in the 


Nichols' house and broke windows in the 
neighborhood. The explosion was heard 
about a half-mile away. 


NICHOLS REPORTEDLY fled into his 


house after the blast. Arlington Heights 
police later arrested him there. 


Police and FBI agents called into the 


investigation reportedly discovered a 
bomb factory in the Nichols' basement. 
Black powder, fuses and completed 
bombs were taken from the basement, 
police said. 


Members of the Chicago Police De- 


partment bomb squad, also called into 
the case, said the basement had two 
pounds of black powder, large quantities 
of commercial fireworks and empty fire- 
works cases, ammunition and lengths of 
fuses. 


Twelve finished bombs were also dis- 


covered. They included a six-inch bomb 


covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and sizes, and other botnbs filled 
with nails, buckshot and other material. 
The bombs varied in size from small 
plaster-packed grenades to metal pipes 
about two feet long. 


Arlington Heights police said it was the 


largest cache of explosives ever con- 
fiscated in the village. 


THE BOMBS ALL were homemade 


from explosives taken from ammunition 
or fireworks, police said. No stolen or 
commercially 
manufactured 
devices 


were in the basement, police said. 


Police said they have placed no motive 


on the pair's action yet. One policeman 
said Pearson and Nichols "graduated 
from playing around with firecrackers." 


A neighbor, who asked not to be identi- 


fied, said, "I thought it was all over 
when I heard it and the stuff (pipe frag- 
ments) came flying through the win- 
dows." 


He said neither Nichols nor Pearson 


caused any trouble in the neighborhood. 
He termed them "quiet." 


Another Witness said, "It was loud and 


scary. I wasn't sure if it was just a loud 
shotgun or what." 


POLICE REMOVED several 
large 


pipe fragments from the side of the Nich- 
ols' residence. The backyard was littered 
with bits of metal and paper wadding. 
The force of the blast tore several foot- 
deep craters in the yard. . 


A spent fireworks casing was dis- 


covered under the rear porch. 
! Police said, based on debris recovered 
so far, the bomb Pearson was carrying 
was packed with black powder and paper 
wadding. There were no nails or other 
shrapnel-like materials in its construc- 
tion. 


The explosives seized from the base- 


ment are being examined by the Chicago 
police bomb squad.

In this five-part series Herald 
Education Editor Wnndalyn nice and 
Education Writer Katherlne Boyce take 
a look at the problem of maintaining dis- 
cipline In the schools from the viewpoint 
of the stndcnt. teacher, parent, adminis- 
trator and school board member, The 
first part takes a look at the students.

One look at Debbie and you know she's 


one of the students school officials are 
talking about when they refer to "dis- 
cipline problems" or "the ones we can't 
reach." 


She's a pretty girl even with heavy 


makeup and hair dyed an obviously un- 
natural color. She smokes in quick, sharp 
puffs and holds her cigaret in manner 
seen only among silent movie stars and 
very young girls. 


Discipline 
in our 


schools 


"Nobody ever asked me what I thought 


of school before," she says, looking at 
you with a mixture of suspicion and en- 
thusiasm. "Say it's a prison — and say 
Mr. (the dean at her school) is terrible. 
He doesn't ever listen to you." 


She is warming to her subject now, 


prompted by the expressions of agree- 
ment from her friends. "You know what 
he does?" she asks, once again referring 
to the dean. "He calls kids into his office 


and tells them that if they don't tell him 
all the kids in the school who are using 
drugs he'll suspend them. And you know 
what — he called me a whore once — he 
asked me if I was a prostitute, you know, 
selling my body..." 


YOU LOOK AT her, braless under a 


tight "shrink" top that stops at her navel 
and you think that maybe the dean 
wasn't trying to be malicious When he 
said that. Maybe he was a frustrated 
adult who hoped the word weald some- 
how reach her and shock her'into more 
acceptable standards of behavior. 


You remember the principal from an- 


other school who, after sitting through an 
hour-long interview constantly glancing 
at the clock, had admitted he was wait- 
ing for a call from a mother who had 
gone home the night before to decide 
whether to • put her son in a miltary 
academy or sign a complaint against 
him in juvenile court, asking that he be 
declared an "uncontrollable juvenile." 


The principal recalled the meeting at 


which the boy's case had been discussed 
by assistant principals, counselors, the 
dean, social workers and a psychologist 
— professionals with literally, hundreds 
of years of education among them. All of 
them, he said, "were helpless because of 
a snotnosed' kid who just won't do any- 
thing he doesn't want to do." 


You remember that principal's frustra- 


tion as you listen to Debbie. Yes, you 
think, that dean who called her a prosti- 
tute may have reached that level of frus- 
tration. But, of course, his tactics didn't 
work with Debbie — she simply took the 
remark as one more assault on her dig- 
nity by a system that allows her little 
dignity. 


EVERY HIGH school in the United 


States has some students like Debbie. 
School administrators know it, students 
know it and parents know it. But they 
comfort themselves with the knowledge 
that not all students react the way Deb- 
bie does to high school. 


There also are the honor students, 


who do well and who like their school. 


Claire Thielen, yearbook editor at Pal- 


atine High School, for example, can say, 
"Palatine is a good school. There's a lot 
of pride here." 


But Claire and her friends have strong 


opinions about student discipline policies, 
too. The hall monitor who patrols outside 
the yearbook office "has an imaginary 
line and you can't cross her line without 
a pass," Claire says. "That's just silly." 


HONOR STUDENTS don't just have 


gripes about discipline policies — they 
have proposals for change. Both Bill 
Busse, former student council president 
at Elk Grove High School, and Adam 
Garmoran from Palatine, favor a system 
that would eliminate the requirement 
that all students attend all classes. 


Garmoran says, "The whole system 


now is directed toward the wrong goals. 
I feel that if a student cuts a class, he's 
the one who misses out. I've suggested a 
system where a student could get his 


teacher's and parent's permission to 
miss a class if he didn't feel he had to 
go" 


Busse's proposal is similar. "I think 


that if you can maintain a 'Bv in a class 
and you don't want to go on a certain 
day, I don't think you should have to go. 
Sophomore year I had a friend who had 
a photographic memory and he never 
worked very hard and got A's. He 
shouldn't have to go to class." 


An honor student whose father is. in- 


cidentally, a school administrator, also 
brings up the question of the enforce- 
ment of class attendance. "The school is 
run on a punishment-reward system just 
like you use when you train a dog," he 
says. "It all comes down to the point of. 
whether we're going to school for our- 
selves or for those people in the office," 
he adds. 


DEBBIE AND HER friends find" the 


penalties imposed on them ineffective. A 
girl named Vickie says, "They shouldn't

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Trustee blasts 
proposed budget; 
runaway spending

Trustee Bryan P. Coughlln Jr. charged 


the Palatine Village board with "runa- 
way spending" as he voiced strong objec- 
tions to the 
1974-75 village budget 


adopted Monday. 


Coughlln accused his Republican count- 


erparts on the board with Increasing 
village expenditures by more than 86 per 
cent in two years. 


Village Pres. Wendell E, Jones said he 


didn't believe the 6 per cent increase 
figure was a realistic one. Perhaps you 
include general obligation bonds, motor 
fuel tax expenditures and other funds, 
spending has increased 66 per cent but 
"I don't know of anyone who looks at a 
budget that way except Mr. Coughlin," 
Jones said. 


"Figures compiled by Coughlin in- 


dicate the 1974-75 budget, which takes ef- 
fect May 1, calls for expenditures of 
$4,412,760 compared with actual ex- 
penditures of $2.636,385 in the 1972-73 fis- 
cal year. He estimated the new budget 
represents a 33 per cent increase in 
spending over the 1973-74 budget year, 
which Is not completed. 


"1 THINK THIS BUDGET represents 


runaway spending," said Coughlin, a cer- 
tified public accountant who has con- 
sistently vteod against the budget in 
study sessions and against salary in- 
creases for "village employes. 


"I, as a taxpayer, think for once it's 


time for someone to speak up for the tax- 
payer and not all the special interests," 
said Coughlin, charging trustees with 
being more concerned about having their 
pet projects Included In the budget than 
reducing expenditures, "The attitude in

the village is to treat the coffers of the 
village as cornucopia from which to 
pluck," he added. 


A minimum 10 per cent reduction of 


the 1974-75 budget was recommended by 
Coughlln. This would result in a savings 
of $441,000. Coughlin said the savings 
would eliminate the necessity to issue 
$325,000 in general obligation bonds to fi- 
nance an addition to the Colfax Street 
Fire Stations fire department training 
tower and equipment for thepublic works 
garage. 


Cuts in salary increases granted to vil- 


lage employes, elimination of new village 
jobs and reductions in travel and equip- 
ment expenditures were mentioned by 
Coughlin as areas where the budget 
could be reduced without dcpreciably re- 
ducing village services. 


Coughlin said the 10 per cent salary 


hikes approved for all village employes 
were more like 20 per cent increases in 
some cases because of promotions and 
few taxpayers were seeing their salaries

Homemade bomb injures man

One of two men police believe were en- 


gaged in operating a "bomb factory" in 
Arlington Heights was severely injured 
yesterday when a device exploded in his 
hand. 


Injured was Mark A. Pearson, 22, of 


122 Des Plaines, Hoffman Estates, who 
was listed in "serious, but stable condi- 
tion" at Northwest Community Hospital. 
He suffered extensive injuries to the en- 
tire left side of his body. 


Police arrested his companion, John 


Kerry Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, for possession of ex- 
plosives. Charges were'pending against 
Pearson. Completed 
bombs and ex- 


plosives reportedly were discovered in, 
the basement of Nichols' duplex house. 


According to police reports', Pearson 


was carrying a pipe bomb, about 22 
inches long and two inches in diameter, 
behind the Nichols' house when the ex- 


plosion ocurred. Nichols was not injured 
by the blast. 


Pipe fragments were imbedded in the 


Nichols' house and broke windows in the 
neighborhood. The explosion was heard 
about a half-mile away. 


NICHOLS REPORTEDLY fled into his 


house after the blast. Arlington Heights 
police later arrested him there. 


Police and FBI agents called into the 


Investigation reportedly discovered 
a 


bomb factory in the Nichols' basement. 
Black powder, fuses 
and completed 


bombs were taken from the basement, 
police said. 


Members of the Chicago Police De- 


partment bomb squad, also called into 
the case, said the basement had two 
pounds of black powder, large quantities 
of commercial fireworks and empty fire- 
works cases, ammunition and lengths of 
fuses. 


Twelve finished bombs were also dis- 


covered. They included a six-inch bomb 


covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and sizes, and other bombs filled 
with nails, buckshot and other material. 
The bombs varied in size from small 
plaster-packed grenades to metal pipes 
about two feet long. 


Arlington Heights police said it was the 


largest cache of explosives ever con- 
fiscated in the village. 


THE BOMBS ALL were homemade 


from explosives taken from ammunition 
•or fireworks, police said. No stolen or 
commercially 
manufactured 
devices 


were in the basement, police said. 


Police said they have placed no motive 


on the pair's action yet. One policeman 
said Pearson and Nichols "graduated 
from playing around with firecrackers." 


A neighbor, who asked not to be identi- 


fied, said, "I thought it was all over 
when I heard it and the stuff (pipe frag- 
ments) came •flying thiough the win- 
dows." 


He said neither Nichols nor Pearson 


caused any trouble in the neighborhood. 
He termed them "quiet." 


Another witness said, "It was loud and 


scary. I wasn't sure if it was just a loud 
shotgun or what." 


POLICE 
REMOVED several 
large 


pipe fragments from the side of the Nich- 
ols' residence. The backyard was littered 
with bits of metal and paper wadding. 
The force of the blast tore several foot- 
deep craters in the yard. 


A spent fireworks casing was dis- 


covered under the rear porch. 


Police said, based on debris recovered 


so far, the bomb Pearson was carrying 
was packed with black powder and paper 
wadding. There were no nails or other 
shrapnel-like materials in its construc- 
tion. 


The explosives seized from the base- 


ment are being examined by the Chicago 
police bomb squad.

Schools like a city—law and order is hard to maintain 


Editor's note: High schools, with their 


2,500 or more students, are as large as 
many communities, And, as In a city, 
there must be order and a way to en- 
force it. In tills five-part series Herald 
Education Editor Wandalyn Rice and 
Education Writer Katherlne Boyce take 
a took at the problem of maintaining dis- 
cipline in the schools from the viewpoint 
of the student, teacher, parent, adminis- 
trator and school board member. The 
first part takes a look at the students.

One look at Debbie and you know she's 


one of the students school officials are 
talking about when they refer to "dis- 
cipline problems" or "the ones we can't 
reach " 


She's a pretty girl even with heavy 


makeup ami hair dyed an obviously un- 
natural color. She smokes in quick, sharp 
puffs and holds her clgaret in manner 
seen only among silent movie stars and 
very young girls.

"Nobody-ever asked me what I thought 


of school before," she says, looking at 
you with a mixture of suspicion and en- 
thusiasm. "Say it's* a prison — and say 
Mr. (the dean at her school) is terrible. 
He doesn't ever listen to you." 


She is warming to 'her subject now, 


prompted by the expressions of agree- 
ment from her friends. "You know what 
he does?" she asks, once again referring 
to the dean. "He calls kids into his office 


and tells them that if they don't tell him 
all the kids in the school who are using 
drugs he'll suspend them. And you know 
what — he called me a whore once — he 
asked me if I was a prostitute, you know, 
selling my body . . ." 


YOU LOOK AT her, braless under a 


tight "shrink" top that stops at her navel 
and you think that maybe the dean 
wasn't trying to be malicious when he 
said that. Maybe he was a frustrated 
adult who-hoped the word would some- 
how reach her and shock her into more 
acceptable standards of behavior. 


You remember the principal from an- 


other school who, after sitting through an 
hour-long interview constantly glancing 
at the clock, had admitted he was wait- 
ing for a call from a mother who had 
gone home the night before to decide 
whether to put her son in a miltary 
academy or sign a complaint against 
him in juvenile court, asking that he be 
declared an "uncontrollable juvenile." 


The principal recalled the meeting at 


which the boy's case had been discussed 
by assistant principals, counselors, the 
deair, social workers and a psychologist 
— professionals with literally, hundreds 
of years of 'education among them. All of 
them, he said, "were helpless because of 
a snotnosed kid who just won't do any- 
thing he doesn't want to do." 


You remember that principal's frustra- 


tion as you listen to Debbie. Yes, you 
think, that dean who called her a prosti- 
tute may have reached that level of frus- 
tration. But, of course, his tactics didn't 
work with Debbie — she simply took the 
remark as one more assault on her dig- 
nity by a system that allows her little 
dignity. 


EVERY HIGH school in the United 


States has some students like Debbie. 
School administrators know it, students 
know it and parents know it. But they 
comfort themselves with the knowledge 
that not all students react the way Deb- 
bie does to high school. 


There also are the honor students, 


who do well and who like their school. 


Claire Thielen, yearbook editor at Pal- 


atine High School, for example, can say, 
"Palatine is a good school. There's a lot 
of pride here." 


But Claire and her friends have strong 


opinions about student discipline policies, 
too. The hall monitor who patrols outside 
the yearbook office "haS an imaginary 
line and you can't cross her line without 
a pass," Claire says. "That's just silly." 


HONOR STUDENTS don't just have 


gripes about discipline policies — they 
have proposals for change. Both Bill 
Busse, former student council president 
at Elk Grove High School, and Adam 
Garmoran from Palatine, favor a system 
that would eliminate the requirement 
that all students attend all classes. 


Garmoran says, "The whole system 


now is directed toward the wrong goals. 
I feel tha.t if a student cuts a class, he's 
the one who misses out. I've suggested a 
system where a student could get his 


teacher's and parent's permission to 
miss a class if he didn't feel he had to 
go." 


Basse's proposal is similar. "I think 


that if you can maintain a 'B' in a class 
and you don't want to go on a certain 
day, I don't think you should have to go. 
Sophomore year I had a friend who had 
a photographic memory and he never 
worked very hard and got A's. He 
shouldn't have to go to class." 


An honor student whose father is, in- 


cidentally, a school administrator, also 
brings Up the question of the enforce- 
ment of class attendance. "The school is 
run on a punishment-reward system just 
like you use when you train a dog," he 
says. "It all comes down to the point of 
whether we're going to school for our- 
selves or for those people in the office," 
he adds. 


DEBBIE AND HER friends find the 


penalties imposed on them ineffective. A 
•girl named Vickie says, "They shouldn't

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City rejects 
doctor's bid 
for nursing home 


• Rolling Meadows officials Tuesday 
night rejected Dr. Douglas R. Finlay- 
son's plans for a nursing home on Hicks 
Road and Wlnneika Avenue. 


The vote seemed to hinge more on Fin- 


I a y s o n ' s association with the con- 
troversial Crossroads Clinic in Palatine 
than with the actual plan for a 94-bed 
extended care facility. 


Aid, Thomas Scanlan (1st), the most 


vocal critic during the public hearing be- 
fore the Rolling Meadows City Council, 
at one point told Flnlayson he was "on 
trial" after the doctor questioned why 
the Crossroads issue was being brought 
up. 


"You're putting me on trial," Flnlay- 


son told Scanlan. 


"Yes — you are," Scanlan replied. 
Fbilayson sought to have the proposed 


land rezoned for the nursing home. 


THE PROJECT, which had received a 


4-3 vote of approval from a special zon- 
ing commission last month, was rejected 
in a 9-1 vote of the council. Only Aid. 
Daniel Weber (4th) voted to approve the 
project. 


Flnlayson, who is on the board of di- 


rectors of the clinic which provides ven- 
ereal disease treatment and birth control 
counseling was repeatedly ordered to 
promise he would not move Crossroads 
into the proposed nursing home. 


Crossroads has lost its lease at its pre- 


sent facility on Hicks Place and is look- 
ing for a new site, 


Scanlan insisted several times during 


the debate that Flnlayson state publicly 
that he would not move Crossroads Into 


either the nursing home or a medical 
clinic which Finlayson is constructing 
adjacent to the proposed home. 


"I WOULD LIKE to have you make a 


statement that no part of the Crossroads 
Clinic will be part of the nursing home," 
Scanlan said. He wanted Finlayson to 
promise he had "no intention what- 
soever" of moving Crossroads into Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


Finlayson stated several times that he 


would not allow the clinic In his facility 
and at one point his attorney, Mark 
Beaubien Jr., challenged the line of ques- 
tioning. 


"I'm trying to find out what kind ot 


man you are," Scanlan told the doctor. 


"I understand what you mean, that If I 


promise things it would help me on my 
zoning hearing," Finlayson said. "I have 
no intention of bringing Crossroads into 
my clinic. As far as bringing it into Roll- - 
ing Meadows, I don't have the authority 
to bring it, or to prevent it." 


ALD. WILLIAM AHRENS (2nd) then 


Interrupted the debate, saying "are we 
conducting a zoning hearing or a morals 
hearing?" 


One Palatine resident voiced objection 


to the proposal, saying it would not be 
conducive to the surrounding residential 
area. The resident also challenged Fin- 
layson's statement that Crossroads would 
not be moved into the facility. 


The plan is the third nursing home 


proposal to be rejected by the city this 
year. Backers of the two previous pro- 
posals have filed again to have their 
plans reviewed by city officials.

One of two men police believe were en- 


gaged in operating a "bomb factory" in 
Arlington Heights was severely injured 
yesterday when a device exploded "in his 
hand. 


Injured was Mark A. Pearson, 22, of 


122 Des Plaines, Hoffman Estates, who 
was listed in "serious, but stable condi- 
tion" at Northwest Community Hospital. 
He suffered extensive injuries to the en- 
tire left side of his body. 


Police arrested his companion, John 


Kerry Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, for possession of ex- 
plosives. Charges were pending against 
Pearson. Completed 
bombs and ex- 


plosives reportedly were discovered in 
the basement of Nichols' duplex house. 


According-to police reports, Pearson 


was carrying a pipe bomb, about 22 
inches long and two inches in diameter, 
behind the Nichols' house when the ex- 


plosion ocurred. Nichols was not injured 
by the blast. 


Pipe fragments were imbedded in the 


Nichols' house and broke windows in the 
neighborhood. The explosion was heard 
about a half-mile away. 


NICHOLS REPORTEDLY fled into his 


house after the blast. Arlington Heights 
police later arrested him there. 


Police and FBI agents called into the 


investigation reportedly 
discovered a 


bomb factory in the Nichols' basement. 
Black powder, fuses and 
completed 


bombs were taken from the basement, 
police said. 


Members of the Chicago Police De- 


partment bomb squad, also called into 
the case, said the basement had two 
pounds of black powder, large quantities 
of commercial fireworks and empty fire- 
works cases, ammunition and lengths of 
fuses. 


Twelve finished bombs were also dis- 


covered. They included a six-inch bomb 


covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and sizes, and other bombs filled 
with nails, buckshot and other material. 
The bombs varied in size from small 
plaster-packed grenades to metal pipes 
about two feet long. 


Arlington Heights police said it was the 


largest cache of explosives ever con- 
fiscated in the village. 


THE BOMBS ALL were homemade 


from explosives taken from ammunition 
or fireworks, police said. No stolen or 
commercially 
manufactured 
devices 


were in the basement, police said. 


Police said they have placed no motive 


on the pair's action yet. One policeman 
said Pearson and Nichols "graduated 
from playing around with firecrackers." 


A neighbor, who asked not to be identi- 


fied, said, "I thought it was all over 
when I heard it and the stuff (pipe frag- 
ments) came flying through the win- 
dows." 


- He said neither Nichols nor Pearson 
caused any trouble in the neighborhood. 
He termed them "quiet." 


Another witness said, "It was loud and 


scary. I wasn't sure if it was just a loud 
shotgun or what." 


POLICE REMOVED several large 


pipe fragments from the side of the Nich- 
ols' residence. The backyard was Uttered 
with bits of metal and paper wadding. 
The force of the blast tore several foot- 
deep craters in the yard. 


A spent fireworks casing was dis- 


covered under the rear porch. 


Police said, based on debris recovered 


so far, 'the bomb Pearson was carrying 
was packed with black powder and paper 
wadding. There were no nails or other 
shrapnel-like materials in its construc- 
tion. 


The explosives seized from the base- 


ment are being examined by the Chicago 
police bomb squad.

Schools like a city—law and order is hard to maintain 


Editor's note: High schools, with their 


2,500 or more students, are as large as 
many communities. And, as In a city, 
there must be order and a way to en. 
force It, tn tills five-part series Herald 
education Editor Wandalyn Rice and 
Education Writer Katherlne Boyce take 
a look at the problcih of maintaining dis- 
cipline In the schools from the viewpoint 
of the student, teacher, parent, adminis- 
trator and school board member. The 
first part lakes a look at the students.

One look at Debbie and you know she's 


one of the students school officials are 
talking about when they refer to "dis- 
cipline problems" or "the ones we can't 
reach." 


She's a pretty girl even with heavy 


makeup and hair dyed an obviously un- 
natural color. She smokes in quick, sharp 
puffs and holds her clgaret In manner 
seen only among silent movie stars and 
very young girls.

"Nobody ever asked me what I thought 


of school before," she says, looking at 
you with a mixture of suspicion and en- 
thusiasm. "Say it's a prison — and say 
Mr. (the dean at her school) is terrible. 
He doesn't ever listen to you." 


She is warming to her subject now, 


prompted by the expressions of agree- 
ment from her friends, "You know what 
he does?" she asks, once again'referring 
to the dean. "He calls kids into his office 


and tells them that if they don't tell him 
all the kids in the school who are using 
drugs he'll suspend them. And you know 
what — he called me a whore once — he 
asked me if I was a prostitute, you know, 
selling my body ..." 
' 


YOU LOOK AT her, braless under a 


•tight 'ishrink" top that stops at her navel 
and you think that maybe the dean 
wasn't trying to be malicious when he 
said that. Maybe he was a frustrated 
adult who' hoped the word weuld some- 
how reach her and shock her into more 
acceptable standards of behavior. 


You remember the principal from an- 


other school who, after sitting through an, 
hour-long interview constantly glancing 
at the clock, had ~ admitted he was wait- 
ing for a call from a mother who had 
gone home the night before to decide 
whether to put her son in a miltary 


,. academy or sign a complaint against 
him in juvenile court, asking that he be 
declared an "uncontrollable juvenile." 


The principal recalled the meeting at 


which the boy's case had been discussed 
by assistant principals, counselors, the 
dean, social workers and a psychologist 
— professionals with literally, hundreds 
of years of education among them. All of 
them, he said, "were helpless because of 
a snotnosed kid who just won't do any- 
thing he doesn't want to do." 


You remember that principal's frustra- 


tion as you listen to Debbie. Yes, you 
think, that dean who called her a prosti- 
tute may have reached that level of frus- 
tration. But, of course, his tactics didn't 
work with Debbie — she simply took the 
remark as one more assault on her dig- 
nity by a system that allows her- little 
dignity. 


EVERY HIGH school in the United 


States has some students like Debbie. 
School administrators know it, students 
know it and parents know it. But they 
comfort themselves with the knowledge 
that not all students react the way Deb- 
bie does to high school. 


There also are the honor students, 


who do well and who like their school. 


Claire Thielen, yearbook editor at Pal- 


atine High School, for example, can say, 
"Palatine is a good school. There's a lot 
of pride here." 


But Claire and her friends have strong 


opinions about student discipline policies, 
too. The hall monitor who patrols outside 
the yearbook office "has an imaginary 
line and you can't cross her line without 
a pass," Claire says. "That's just silly." 


HONOR STUDENTS don't just have 


gripes about discipline policies — they 
have proposals for change. Both Bill 
Busse, former student council president 
at Elk Grove High School, and Adam 
Garmoran from Palatine, favor a system 
that would eliminate the requirement 
that all students attend all classes. 


Garmoran says, "The whole system 


now is directed toward the wrong goals. 
I feel that if a student cuts a class, he's 
the one who misses out. I've suggested a 
system where a student could get his 


teacher's and parent's permission to 
miss a class if he didn't feel he had to' 
8°'" 
Busse's proposal is similar. "I think 


that it you can maintain a 'B' in a class 
and you don't want to go on a certain 
day, I don't think you should have to go. 
Sophomore year I had a friend who had 
a photographic memory and he never 
worked very hard and got A's. He 
shouldn't have to go to class.'' 


An honor student whose father is, in- 


cidentally, a school administrator, also 
brings up the question of the enforce- 
ment of class attendance. "The school is 
run on a punishment-reward system just 
like you use when you train a dog," he 
says. "It all comes down to the point of 
whether we're going to school for our- 
selves or for those people in the office," 
he adds. 


DEBBIE AND HER friends find the 


penalties imposed on them ineffective. A 
girl named Vickie says, "They shouldn't

Hoffman Estates officials took so many 


zoning bribes In 1968 they cannot remem- 
ber who paid them, defense attorney 
Thomas P, Sullivan charged yesterday in 
the Bernard M. Peskin trial. The trial on 
bribes Peskin allegedly passed in 1968 
for Kaufman and Broad Homes, Inc.Cen- 
ters its eighth day today. 


Sullivan also charged the officials used 


a second front company to conceal their 
Illegal revenue, citing, reports of FBI in- 
terviews last August with former Mayor 
Roy L. Jenkins and former trustees 
James Sloan and Howard Noble. Sullivan 
revealed existence of the first front com- 
pany Monday.

Police suspect 'bomb factory' 
Homemade bomb injures man

One of two men police believe were en- 


gaged in operating a "bomb factory" in 
Arlington Heights was severely injured 
yesterday when a device exploded in his 
hand. 


Injured was Mark A. Pearson, 22, of 


122 Des Plaines, Hoffman Estates, who 
was listed in "serious, but stable condi- 
tion" at Northwest Community Hospital. 
He suffered extensive injuries to the en- 
tire left side of his body. 


Police arrested his companion, John 


Kerry Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, for possession of ex- 
plosives. Charges were pending against 
Pearson. 
Completed bombs and ex- 


plosives reportedly were discovered in 
the basement of Nichols' duplex house. 


According to police reports, Pearson 


was carrying- a pipe bomb, about 22 
inches long and two inches in diameter, 
behind the Nichols' house when the ex- 


plosion ocurred. Nichols was not injured 
by the blast. 


Pipe fragments were imbedded in the 


Nichols' house and broke windows in the 
neighborhood. The explosion was heard 
about a half-mile away. 


NICHOLS REPORTEDLY fled into his 


house after the blast. Arlington Heights 
police later arrested him there. 


Pob'ce and FBI agents called into the 


investigation reportedly 
discovered 
a 


bomb factory in the Nichols' basement. 
Black powder, fuses and 
completed 


bombs were taken from the basement, 
police said. 


Members of the Chicago Police De- 


partment bomb squad, also called into 
the case, said the basement had two 
pounds of black powder, large quantities 
of commercial fireworks and empty fire- 
works cases, ammunition and lengths of 
fuses. 


Twelve finished bombs were also dis- 


covered. They included a six-inch bomb 


covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 


• lengths and sizes, and other bombs filled 
with nails, buckshot and other material. 
The bombs varied in size from small 
plaster-packed grenades to metal pipes 
about two feet long. 


Arlington Heights police said it was the 


largest cache of explosives ever con- 
fiscated in the village. 


THE BOMBS ALL were homemade 


from explosives taken from ammunition 
or fireworks, police said. No stolen or 
commercially 
manufactured 
devices 


were in the basement, police said. 


Police said they have placed no motive 


on the pair's action yet. One policeman 
said Pearson and Nichols "graduated 
from playing around with firecrackers." 


A neighbor, who asked not to be identi- 


fied, said, "I thought it was all over 
when I heard it and the stuff (pipe frag- 
ments) came flying through the win- 
dows." 


He said neither Nichols'nor Pearson 


caused any trouble in the neighborhood. 
He termed them "quiet." 


Another witness said, "It was loud and 


scary. I wasn't sure if it was just a loud 
shotgun or what." 


POLICE 
REMOVED several large 


pipe fragments from the side of the Nich- 
ols' residence. The backyard was littered 
with bits of metal and paper wadding. 
The force of the blast tore several foot- 
deep craters in the yard. 


A spent fireworks casing was dis- 


covered under the rear porch. 


Police said, based on debris recovered 


so far, the bomb Pearson was carrying 
was packed with black powder and paper 
wadding. There were no nails or other 
shrapnel-like materials in its construc- 
tion. 


The explosives seized from the base- 


ment are being examined by the Chicago 
police bomb squad.

Debate over Chino Park 
likely to be settled Monday

The continuing saga about who will 


control and maintain Chlno Park Is ex- 
pected to be completed Monday at the 
next Hoffman Estates Village Board 
meeting. 


Discussion is expected on a possible 


long-term lease agreement or joint own- 
ership of the park between the park dis- 
trict and the village. At the board meet- 
ing Monday night, Trustee Bruce Lmd 
said he hoped the board would end "for 
once and for all'1 the question which has 
been lingering for about six years. 


Mayor Virginia Hayter noted that the 


matter should be decided as soon as pos- 
sible and said in reference to a state 
statute that forbids municipalities to 
spend funds for recreation without voter 
approval. "Either we're going to abide 
by the law or not abide by the law," 


Trustee Dyrle Rathman said he op- 


posed transfer of the land at Illinois 
Boulevard and Evanston Street to the 
Park District because "they can't handle 
what they have now." 


ED HENNESSEY, a member of the 


board's judiciary committee and a for- 
mer village trustee, told the board he 
disapproved of the village's reconsider- 
ing an earlier vote to not deed the land 
to the park district. 


"They don't deserve the name of park 


district," said Hennessy. "I think they 
won't do anything with it." 


It was a bad move for the village to 


turn over property in the past, he said, 
adding that nothing has been done with 
park lands. 


Park officials have maintained that the 


village cannot legally maintain Chino 
Park because baseball and football activ-

One look at Debbie and you know she's 


one of the students school officials are 
talking about when they refer to "dis- 
cipline problems" or "the ones we can't 
reach " 


She's a pretty girl even with heavy 


makeup and hair dyed an obviously un- 
natural color. Stw smokes In quick, sharp 
puffs and holds her clgaret in manner 
seen only among silent movie stars and 
very young girls.

"Nobody ever asked me what I thought 


of school before," she says, looking at 
you with a mixture of' suspicion and en- 
thusiasm, "Say it's a prison — and say 
Mr, (the dean at her school) is terrible. 
He doesn't ever listen to you." 


She is warming to her subject now, 


prompted by the expressions of agree- 
ment from her friends. "You know what 
he does?" she asks, once again referring 
to the dean. "He calls kids into his office 


and tells them that if they don't tell him 
all the kids in the school who are using 
drugs he'll suspend them. And you know 
what — he called me a whore once — he 
asked me if I was a prostitute, you know, 
selling my body..." 


YOU LOOK AT her, braless under a 


tight "shrink" top that stops at her navel 
and you think that maybe the dean 
wasn't trying to be malicious when he 
said that. Maybe he was a frustrated 
adult who hoped the word would some- 
how reach her and shock her into more 
acceptable standards of behavior. 


You remember the principal from an- 


other school who, after sitting through an 
hour-long interview constantly glancing 
at the clock, had admitted he was wait- 
ing for a call from a mother who had 
gone home the night before to decide 
whether to put her son in a miltary 
academy or sign a complaint against 
him in juvenile court, asking that he be 
declared an "uncontrollable juvenile." 


The principal recalled the meeting at 


which the boy's case had been discussed 
by assistant principals, counselors, the 
dean, social workers and a psychologist 
— professionals with literally, hundreds 
of years of education among them. All of 
them, he said, "were helpless because of 
a snotnosed kid who just won't do any- 


' thing he doesnt want to do." 


You remember that principal's frustra- 


tion as you listen to Debbie. Yes, you 
think, that'dean who called her a prosti- 
tute may have reached that level of frus- 
tration. But, of course, his tactics didn't 
work with Debbie — she simply took the 
remark as one more assault on her dig- 
nity by a system that allows her little 
dignity. 


EVERY HIGH school in the United 


States has some students like Debbie. 
School administrators know it, students 
know it and parents know it. But they 
comfort themselves with the knowledge 
that not all students react the way Deb- 
bie doei to high school. 


The 


There also are the honor students, 


who do well and who like their school. 


Claire Thielen, yearbook editor at Pal- 


atine High School, for example, can say, 
"Palatine is a good school. There's a lot 
of pride here." 


But Claire and her friends have strong 


opinions about student discipline policies, 
too The hall monitor who patrols outside 
the yearbook office "has an imaginary 
line and you can't cross her line without 
a pass," Claire says. "That's just silly." 


HONOR STUDENTS don't just have 


gripes about discipline policies — they 
have proposals for change. Both Bill 
Busse, former student council president 
at Elk Grove High School, and Adam 
Garmoran from Palatine, favor a system 
that would eliminate the requirement 
that all students attend all classes. 


Garmoran says, "The whole system 


now is directed toward the wrong goals. 
I feel that if a student cuts a class, he's 
the one who misses out. I've suggested a 
system where a student could get his 


teacher's and parent's permission to 
miss a class if he didn't feel he had to 
go." 


Busse's proposal is similar. "I think 


that if you can maintain a 'B' in a class 
and you don't want to go on a certain 
day, I don't think you should have to go. 
Sophomore year I had a friend who had 
a photographic memory and he never 
worked very hard and got A's. He 
shouldn't have to go to class." 


An honor student whose father is, in- 


cidentally, a school administrator, also 
brings up the question of the enforce- 
ment of class attendance. "The school is 
run on a punishment-reward system just 
like you use when you train a dog," he 
says. "It all comes down to the point of 
whether we're going to school for our- 
selves or for those people in the office," 
he adds 


DEBBIE AND HER friends find the 


penalties imposed on them ineffective. A 
girl named Vickie says, "They shouldn't

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Trustees review 
budget proposal; 
some dissatisfied 


Mount Prospect village trustees took 


their first close look at the proposed 1974- 
73 village budget last night, and a few 
didn't like what they saw. 


The omission of $110,000 the trustees 


had wanted set aside for land acquisition 
brought sharp rebukes from some of the 
trustees, notably Patrick J. Link and 
George B Anderson. 


"The board (last year) had given a 


sense of direction about this," said Link. 
"Now 
we're usurped out of that, Pretty 


frankly, that Irritates me," 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley, who de- 


vised the proposed budget, said he was 
forced to delete the $110,000 in order to 
balance the $7,979,615 budget, and added: 
"You 
have all the options" to revise the 


document. 


MAYOH

Teichert 


agreed, calling the separate land acquisi- 
tion fund '"unrealistic." "I'll submit you 
will not be able to sustain the services 
you have in the village and give a salary 
increase of 7 per cent," he told other 
board members. 


A f t e r the meeting, Teichert ex- 


pounded: "We don't have enough reve- 
nue. That's the old story. The fact is. in 
order to work with the limited revenue 
we have, we'll have to reduce some ser- 
vices, it's that simple." 


Reductions already made by Eppley in 


drafting the budget "are subtle," said 
Teichert. "I think we can survive with 
those." But "dramatic" demands on reve 
nue, such as a land reserve fund, would 
put the village "in real trouble. We 
would have to balance it with severe re- 
ductions." 


Eppley mentioned as an example some 


projects that could be wiped out entirely 
In order to come up with the extra 
$110,000 land fund, including the Pros- 
pect's social services center, $40,000; the 
village blood program, $6,000, and part of 
village employes' salary increases,' at 
$30,000 per 1 per cent. In the end, how- 
ever, he was instructed by the trustees to 
reinstate the $110,000 to land purchase, 


THE DISPUTE over the land reserve 


f u n d overshadowed the preliminary 
budget working session, attended by ad- 
ministrative department heads as well as 
village trustees, three of them equipped 
with pocket calculators. 


The proposed budget is on public dis- 


play in the village clerk's office in the 
village hall, 112 E, Northwest Hwy., and 
will be discussed again by the village 
board at 7:30 p.m. next Wednesday. 


Last night's session was relatively 


brief, because some trustees, mainly An- 
derson and Link, complained they had 
not had enough time to review the budg- 
et prior to the meeting. The document 
had been given to the trustees Monday 
night. 


HERE'S A RECAP of some of the high- 


lights of the budget: New items include 
purchasing a pumper for the fire depart- 
ment, $50,000; hiring a traffic engineer, 
$15,000; conducting a special referendum 
on the purchase of the Rob Roy Golf 
Course, $8,000; aiding senior citizens, 
$6,000; operating the village blood pro- 
gram, $5,000 to $7,000; Installing street 
lights in the New Town area, $9,000; 
studying cable television, $11,000; and

A bad winter and a lack of street- 


patching materials this spring could 
mean bad news for Elk Grove Township 
roads in need of repairs, but most 
serious repairs will get done, said Alfred 
Steil. highway commissioner. 


Steil said the past winter with its many 


severe frosts and thaws and unusually 
large amounts of rain, wreaked havoc on 
the township's 22 miles of roads. 


"Crumbled edges and potholes and 


whole stretches of cracked up pavement 
appeared on some roads almost over- 
night." .said Steil. He said that during 
rains, w.uw seeps under the asphalt 
pavement. 


"A freeze bursts the paving with the 


frozen water acting like an underground 
d e m o l i t i o n tool that rips up the 
roadbed." said Steil. 


"I face the same problems municipal- 


ities in this area do," said Steil. "As- 
phalt plants normally open for business 
In mid-April. This year I may not be able 
to get all the patching materials or pav- 
ing materials I need." 


SEVERAL 
NEIGHBORING 
villages 


and' townships are thinking of using a 
cover called sealcoating on their worst 
roads, said Steil. "Although this Is an oil 
tar base with chips on top, it uses far 


less oil products than repaving 'would, 
but it's not as good as repaving," he 
added. 


Steil said Elk Grove Township will 


probably spend about $50,000 for mate- 
rials for resurfacing, building and patch- 
ing its roads this spring and summer. 


In addition to the regular patching 


maintenance that goes on as potholes ap- 
pear, the following resurfacing jobs Steil 
lists are "absolute musts this spring and 
top priority repair jobs."

One of two men police believe were en- 


gaged in operating a "bomb factory" In 
Arlington Heights was severely injured 
yesterday when a device exploded in his 
hand. 


Injured was Mark A. Pearson, 22, of 


122 Des Plaines, Hoffman Estates, who 
was listed in "serious, but stable condi- 
tion" at Northwest Community Hospital. 
He suffered extensive injuries to the en- 
tire left side of his body. 


Police arrested his companion, John 


Kerry Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, for possession of ex- 
plosives. Charges were pending against 
Pearson. Completed 
bombs 
and ex- 


.plosives reportedly were discovered in 
the basement of Nichols' duplex house. 


According to police reports, Pearson 


was carrying a pipe bomb, about 22 
inches long and two inches in diameter, 
behind the Nichols' house when the ex- 


plosion ocurred. Nichols was not injured 
by the blast. 


Pipe fragments were imbedded in the 


Nichols' house and broke windows in the 
neighborhood. The explosion was heard 
about a half-mile away. 


NICHOLS REPORTEDLY fled into his 


house after the blast. Arlington Heights 
police later arrested him there. 


Police and FBI agents called into the 


investigation 
reportedly discovered a 


bomb factory in the Nichols' basement. 
Black. powder, 
fuses 
and 
completed 


bombs were taken from- the basement, 
police said. 


Members of the Chicago Police De- 


partment bomb squad,- also called into 
the case, said the .basement had two 
pounds of black powder, large quantities 
of commercial fireworks and empty fire- 
works cases, ammunition and lengths of 
fuses. 


Twelve finished bombs were also dis- 


covered. They included a six-inch bomb 


covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and sizes, and other bombs filled 
with nails, buckshot and other material. 
The bombs varied in size from small 
plaster-packed grenades to metal pipes 
about two feet long. 


Arlington Heights police said it was the 


largest cache of explosives ever con- 
fiscated in the village. 


THE BOMBS ALL were homemade 


from explosives taken from ammunition 
or fireworks, police said. No stolen or 
commercially 
manufactured 
devices 


were in the basement, police said. 


Police said they have placed no motive 


on the pair's action yet. One policeman 
said Pearson and Nichols "graduated 
from playing around with firecrackers." 


A neighbor, who asked not to be identi- 


fied, said, "I thought it was all over 
when I heard it and the stuff (pipe frag- 
ments) came flying through the win- 
dows." 


He said neither Nichols nor Pearson 


caused any trouble in the neighborhood. 
He termed them "quiet." 


Another witness said, "It was loud and 


scary. I wasn't sure if it was just a loud 
shotgun or what." 


POLICE 
REMOVED several large 


pipe fragments from the side of the Nich- 
ols' residence. The backyard was littered 
with bits of metal and paper wadding. 
The force of the blast tore several foot- 
deep craters in the yard. 


A spent fireworks casing was dis- 


covered under the rear porch. 


Police said, based on debris recovered 


so far, the bomb Pearson was carrying 
was packed with black powder and paper 
wadding. There were no' nails or other 
shrapnel-like materials in its construc- 
tion. 


The explosives seized from the base- 


ment are being examined by the Chicago 
police bomb squad.

The Dist. 214 board Monday approved the pay raise for

Short. 


A list of 1973-74 salaries earned by suburban high school 


superintendents, compiled by the Dist. 214 board, indicates 
that pay ranges from $49,000 for the superintendent of New 
Trier High School Dist. 203 to $26,650 for the superintendent 
of south suburban Lemont High School Dist. 210. 


Streaker discipline protest 


Dlst. 214 board member Richard Bachhuber protested dis- 


cipline actions which have been taken against streakers in the 
high schools Monday, but foui.d his objections got little sym- 
pathy from the rest of the board. 


Bachhuber objected to 9- and 10-day suspensions which have 


been given captured streakers by officials at Arlington, Roll- 
Ing Meadows and Prospect'high schools. Ten days is the 
maximum suspension school officials can give without taking 
a discipline case to the board. 


Bachhuber said, "The schools are apparently lacking in a 


sense of humor. The kids enjoyed it and if you don't take it 
seriously, it will go away," 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said he has not ordered school offi- 


cials to give maximum suspensions to streakers but added, 
"We've been taking it seriously. We've taken it as a serious 
infringement on the rights of others," 


Other board members said they supported the suspensions. 


Board Pres. Gene Artemenko said, "I wouldn't want a 
streaker running past my 15-year-old daughter." 


Log-cabin leave denied 


By a 3-3 vote, the Dist. 214 board Monday refused to grant a 


sabbatical leave to a teacher who wants to spend next year 
living in a cabin in the north woods. 


The board, voting with one member absent, defeated a rec- 


ommendation from the district administration, that John 
McGee, a sociology teacher at Prospect High School since 
1968. be paid $6,905 for next year while living in a cabin which 
he will buiid himself this summer. 


Under terms of the sabbatical, McGee would have spent the 


year studying the district's curriculum, reading and working 
to "broaden his outlook and background to be better able to 
teach sociology more effectively." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, in recommending the sabbatical, 


said, "It is unusual, but its unusualness attracted us to it. We 
have talked to him and we became convinced that this experi- 
ence will be of benefit to him as a teacher." 


Board member Donald Hoeck, however, said, "I don't see 


how building a summer cottage is going to help this guy 
teach." 


Hpeck, Jack Matthews and Warren Schabinger voted 


against the sabbatical, while Gene Artemenko, Arthur Aron- 
son and Richard Bachhuber voted in favor of it. 


In a related action, the board granted a sabbatical leave for 


next year at a salary of $12,586 for Linda Babl, a home 
economics teacher at Buffalo Grove High School, so she can 
study for a doctorate degree at the University of Northern 
Colorado and granted a sabbatical at a salary'of $5,085 to 
Timothy Sehaap, a science teacher at Forest View High 
School, so he can work on his doctorate at Northern Illinois 
University. Schaap will teach part time next year.

that the co-op will disband and return the computer it had 
contracted to buy from Xerox. 


The computer co-op, which had operated for several years 


with Dlst. 214 and seven elementary school districts, was 
reduced to six members when Dist. 214 and Prospect Heights 
Dlst. 23 pulled out last month. The co-op had been criticized 
by Dist. 214 and other districts for providing poor computer 
service. 


A tentative budget was drawn up earlier this month to 


allow the co-op to continue if all six elementary districts 
remained with the organization. River Trails Dist. 26, how- 
ever, voted to withdraw and the co-op will now disband. 


Dist. 214 has already contracted with Westinghouse Learn- 


ing Corp. for computer service for next year and has asked 
Westinghouse if It might supply computer service to some 
local elementary districts.

Master 
plan update 
under way 


The Mount Prospect 
comprehensive 


plan is being updated to provide the vil- 
lage legal standing in efforts to rezone 
property outside the village limits. 


A committee of the village planning 


commission is redrawing boundaries to 
reflect changes since the last com- 
prehensive plan was adopted in 1968. 
"There's been so much in the way of an- 
nexations the map is way out of date and 
incorrect," said James P. Grier Jr., 
chairman of the comprehensive village 
plan committee. 


"We're into some territories now that 


aren't even on the existing map." 


A comprehensive plan sets forth a mu- 


nicipality's boundaries and designates 
zoning uses for each piece of property in 
and within 1% miles of the municipality. 


While the municipality does not control 


property outside its boundaries, it is giv- 
en some say over the zoning of property 
within 1% miles. When the owner of a 
parcel in unincorporated Wheeling or Elk 
Grove township applies to the Cook Coun- 
ty Zoning Board of Appeals for a zoning 
change, for example, the Village of 
Mount Prospect can file a statutory ob- 
jection if village officials oppose the re- 
zoning. 


THE OBJECTION means that the zon- 


ing change would have to be approved by 
a three-fourths, rather than simple, ma- 
jority of the Cook County board. 


By having a comprehensive plan that 


specifies certain zoning uses, even for 
property outside Mount Prospect, the vil- 
lage has some legal basis for lodging an 
objection to a zoning change that does 
not conform to the overall plan. 


The1 present Mount Prospect com- 


prehensive plan does not include such 
major boundary changes as the annexa- 
tion of the New Town section of town in 
1971. In the updated plan, Grier said, the 
1%-mile area outside the village will ex- 
tend to Palatine Road on the north, the 
Northwest Tollway on the south, Tri- 
State Tollway on the east and the Village 
of Arlington Heights on the west. 


The plan is expected to be completed 


in early June for submission to the vil- 
lage board. Menlbers of the com- 
prehensive plan committee besides Grier 
are J, C. Busenhart, Marie L. Caylor 'and 
Malcolm G. Young. All are also mem- 
bers of the planning commission, which 
Young chairs.

One look at Debbie and you know she's 


one of the students school officials are 
talking about when they refer to "dis- 
cipline problems" or "the ones we can't 
reach " 


She's a pretty girl even with heavy 


makeup and hair dyed an obviously un- 
natural color. She smokes in quick, sharp 
puffs and holds her clgaret in manner 
seen only among silent movie stars and 
very young girls.

"Nobody ever asked me what I thought 


of school before," she says, looking at 
you with a mixture of suspicion and en- 
thusiasm, "Say it's a prison — and say 
Mr. (the dean at her school) is terrible. 
He doesn't ever listen to you." 


She is warming to her subject now, 


prompted by the expressions of agree- 
ment from her friends. "You know what 
he does?" she asks, once again referring 
to the dean. "He calls kids into his office 


and tells them that if they don't tell him 
all the kids in the school who are using 
'drugs he'll suspend them. And you know 
what — he called me a whore once — he 


. asked me if I was a prostitute, you know, 


selling my body..." 


YOU LOOK AT her, braless under a 


tight "shrink" top that stops at her navel 
and you think that maybe the dean 
wasn't trying to be malicious when he 
said that. Maybe he was a frustrated 
adult who hoped the word would some- 
how reach her and shock her into more 
acceptable standards of behavior. 


You remember the principal from an- 


other school who, after sitting through an 
hour-long interview constantly glancing 
at the clock, had admitted he was wait- 
ing for a call from a mother who had 
gone home the night before to decide 
whether to put her son in a miltary 
academy or sign a complaint against 
him in juvenile court, asking that he be 
declared an "uncontrollable juvenile." 


The principal recalled the meeting at 


which'the boy's case had been discussed 
by assistant principals, counselors, the 
dean, social workers and a psychologist 
— professionals with literally, hundreds 
of years of education among them. All of 
them, he said, "were helpless because of 
a snotnosed kid who just won't do any- 
thing he doesn't want to do." 


You remember that principal's frustra- 


tion as you listen to Debbie. Yes, you 
think, that dean who called her a prosti- 
tute may have reached that level of frus- 
tration. But, of course, his tactics didn't 
work with Debbie — she simply took the 
remark as one more'assault on her dig- 
nity by a system that allows her little 
dignity. 


EVERY HIGH school in the United 


States has some students like Debbie. 
School administrators know it, students 
know it and parents know it. But they 
comfort themselves with the knowledge 
that not all students react the way Deb- 
bie does to high school. 


There also are the honor students, 


who do well and who like their school. 


Claire Thielen, yearbook editor at Pal- 


atine High School, for example, can say, 
"Palatine is a good school. There's a lot 
of pride here." 


But Claire and her friends have strong 


opinions about student discipline policies, 
too. The hall monitor who patrols outside 
the yearbook office "has an imaginary 
line and you can't cross her line without 
a pass," Claire says. "That's just silly." 


HONOR STUDENTS don'£ just have 


gripes about discipline polices — they 
have proposals for change. Both Bill 
Busse, former student council president 
at Elk Grove High School, and Adam 
Garmoran from Palatine, favor a system 
that would eliminate the requirement 
that all students attend all classes. 


Garmoran says, >'The whole system 


now is directed toward the wrong goals. 
I feel that if a student cuts a class, he's 
the one who misses out. I've suggested a 
system where a student could get his 


teacher's and parent's permission to 
miss a class if he didn't feel he had to 
g°-" 
Busse's proposal is similar. "I think 


that if you can maintain a 'B' in a class 
and you don't want to go on a certain 
day, I don't think you should have to go. 
Sophomore year I hgd a friend who had 
a photographic memory and he never 
worked very hard and got A's. He 
shouldn't have to go to class." 


An honor student whose father is, in- 


cidentally, a school administrator, also 
brings up the question of the enforce- 
ment of class attendance. "The school is 
run on a punishment-reward system just 
like you use when you train a dog," he 
says. "It all comes down to the point of 
whether we're going to school for our- 
selves or for those people in the office," 
he adds. 
' DEBBIE AND HER friends find the 
penalties imposed on them ineffective. A 
girl rained Vickie says, "They shouldn't

project sought 
for Dunton Street

A housing development.with possibly 


as many as 119 units, Is being planned 
near downtown Arlington Heights, The 
Herald has learned. 


The site is located on S. Dunton 


Street, immediately north of South Street 
ami on a single parcel on Evergreen 
Street. Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson, con- 
tacted by The Herald Tuesday said John 
Richey, a real estate broker, has ap- 
proached him for a zoning change. 


The present zoning apparently will not 


allow 119 units and a special variation 
would be needed. 


One resident who would be displaced 


by the project said that Richey told her 
he \vas interested in the property for con- 
structing 119 units for senior-citizen hous- 
ing. 


RICHEY HAS approached three other 


neighboring property owners who have 
agreed to sell, she said, adding that in 
November all four parties signed an op- 
tion with Richey to sell 


"He didn't give us any idea of what 


was going on," she said. "Richey said 
that he had talked to Hanson about a 
week ago Saturday. He said he would 
have move to tell us by the end of the 
month. I think the option's up at the end 
of the month, too." 


Richey. who is currently employed by 


an Arlington Heights real estate firm, 
said he has been acting since last sum- 
mer as an independent agent for Dell 
Corp . a building firm in Northbrook. The 
builders hoped to build housing for the 
elderly, he added,

site for low-income housing for senior 
citizens. He added that Richey did ap- 
proach him for a zoning variation for the 
project. 


THE VILLAGE has been searching for 


a suitable site for federal subsidized 
housing for senior citizens. The U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) approved 119 units for 
Arlington Heights early last year. 


"We're still trying to get a suitable 


site," said Hanson. The village and the 
Cook County Housing Authority (CCHA) 
are looking for a site that would meet 
federal approval by HUD. Federal re- 
quirements state that the location of the 
site must be close to shopping, trans- 
portation, medical and other factors im- 
portant for the day-to-day lifestyle of the 
elderly. 


Property located immediately south- 


east of the Arlington Heights Memorial 
Library was chosen by officials In 
January for the site of low-income senor 
citizen housing, the site, however, was 
abandoned after objection from property 
owners there. 


The village has not yet submitted an- 


other site since then, said Victor Walch- 
irk of CCHA. 


TED MARCYAN, program manager 


for the Chicago area region of HUD, said 
any developer has the right to find sites 
and present them to the housing author- 
ity. 


After a site is chosen, the usual proce- 


dure for the village is to advertise for 
builders to look at the project and submit 
bids, he said, 


Riehey said that it is "possible" for the 


builder to sell the option to the village. 
"But that's a decision Dell would have to 
make," said Richey. "It is, after all, 
their money. We are absolutely indepen- 
dent. This is a private enterprise we're 
talking about." 


Hanson said there are no plans to pur- 


chase the option from Dell Corp. if the 
housing development is completed, but 
that this could be done.

Police suspect 'bomb factory' 
Homemade bomb injures man

One of two men police believe were en- 


gaged in operating a "bomb factory" in 
Arlington Heights was severely injured 
yesterday when a device exploded'in his 
hand.

122 Des Plaines, Hoffman Estates, who 
was listed in "serious, 'but stable condi- 
tion" at Northwest Community Hospital. 
He suffered extensive injuries to the en- 
tire left side of his body. 


Police arrested his companion, John 


Kerry Nichols, 20, of 404 N, Chestnut, Ar- 
lington Heights, for possession of ex- 
plosives. Charges were pending against 
Pearson. Completed 
bombs and ex- 


plosives reportedly were discovered in 
the basement of Nichols' duplex house. 


According to police reports, Pearson 


was carrying a pipe bomb, about 22 
inches long and two inches in diameter', 
behind the Nichols' house when the ex- 


plosion ocurred. Nichols was not injured 
by the blast. 


Pipe fragments were imbedded in the 


Nichols' house and broke windows in the 
neighborhood. The explosion was heard 
about a half-mile away. 


NICHOLS REPORTEDLY fled into his 


house after the blast. Arlington Heights 
police later arrested him there. 


Police and FBI agents called into the 


investigation reportedly discovered a 
bomb factory in the Nichols' basement. 
Black 
powder, 
fuses 
and 
completed 


bombs were taken from the basement, 
police said. 


Members of the Chicago Police De- 


partment bomb squad, also called into 
the case, said the basement had two 
pounds of black powder, large quantities 
of commercial fireworks and empty fire- 
works cases, ammunition and lengths of 
fuses. 


Twelve finished bombs were also dis- 


covered.' They included a six-inch bomb 


covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and sizes, and other bombs filled 
with nails, buckshot and other material. 
The bombs varied in_ size from small 
plaster-packed grenades to metal pipes 
about two feet long. 


Arlington Heights police said it was the 


largest cache of explosives ever con- 
fiscated in the village. 


THE BOMBS ALL were homemade 


from explosives taken from ammunition 
or fireworks, police said. No stolen or 
commercially 
manufactured 
devices 


were in the basement, police said. 


Police said they have placed no motive 


on the pair's action yet. One policeman 
said Pearson and Nichols "graduated 
from playing around with firecrackers." 


A neighbor, who asked not to be identi- 


fied, said, "I thought it was all over 
when I heard it and the stuff (pipe frag- 
ments) came flying through the win- 
dows." 


He said neither Nichols nor Pearson 


caused any trouble in the neighborhood. 
He termed them "quiet." 


Another witness said, "It was loud and 


scary. I wasn't sure if it was just a loud 
shotgun or what." 


POLICE 
REMOVED several large 


pipe fragments from the side of'the Nich- 
ols' residence. The backyard was littered 
with bits of metal and paper wadding. 
The force xof the blast tore several foot- 
deep craters in the yard. 


A spent fireworks casing was dis- 


covered under the rear porch. 


Police said, based on debris recovered 


so far, the bomb Pearson was carrying 
was packed with black powder and paper 
wadding. There were to nails or other 
shrapnel-like materials in its construc- 
tion. 


The explosives' seized from the base- 


ment are being examined by the-Chicago 
police bomb squad.

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Plenty of work awaits township road crews 


A bad winter and a lack of street- 


patching materials this spring could 
mean bad news for Elk Grove Township 
roads In need of repairs, but most 
serious repairs will get done, said Alfred 
Steil highway commissioner 


Steil said the past winter with its many 


severe frosts and thaws and unusually 
large amounts of rain, wreaked havoc on 
the township s 22 miles of roads 


"Crumbled edges and potholes and 


whole stretches of cracked up pavement 
appeared on some roads almost over- 
night ' said Steil He said that during 
rains w«\ter seeps under the asphalt 
pavement 


"A freeze bursts the paving with the 


frozen water acting like an underground 
d e m o l i t i o n tool that rips up the 
"oadbed ' said Steil 


' I face the same problems municipal- 


ities in this area do " said Steil "As- 
phalt plants normally open for business 
In mid-April. This year I may not be able 
to get all the patching materials or pav- 
ing materials I need " 


SEVERAL 
NEIGHBORING villages 


and townships are thinking of using a 
cover called sealcoatlng on their worst 
roads, said Steil "Although this is an oil 
tar base with chips on top. it uses far 
less oil products than repaving would, 
but it s not as good as repaving," he 
added 


Steil said Elk Grove Township will 


probably spend about $50,000 for mate- 
rials for resurfacing, building and patch- 
ing its roads this spring and summer. 


In addition to the regular patching 


maintenance that goes on as potholes ap- 
pear, the following resurfacing jobs Steil 
lists are "absolute musts this spring and 
top prloi ity repair jobs " 


• Resurfacing of Lmneman Road from 


the Mount Prospect village border to 
Dempster Street The job includes in- 
stalling a cross culvert for drainage 


• Repaving of East Bnarwood Street 


in the Briarwood Subdivision near Mount 
Piospect 


• Repaving of that portion of Central 


Road between Lincoln and White Oak 
stt eets 


• Construction of a hard top road on 


the north edge of the township Meier 
Road now a gravel road, will be paved 
from Connie Lane 600 feet north 


Steil said his department will also put 


in a new road to be named Central Ave- 
nue between White Oak and Cypress 
streets, a one-block-long roadway be- 
tween Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights 


"If Des Plaines officials and I can 


work it out I would like to include woik 
on Wille Road in this year's road pro- 
gram also," said Steil 


Steil said portions of Wille are the 


township's responsibility and parts are in 
Des Plaines. 


"But the whole length of it is a layered 


mess of patch on top of patch," said 
Stetl 


STEIL PLANS TO contact the Des 


Plaines Public Works Department to sec 
if a shared cost for rebuilding Wille can 


be agreed upon "If we can't do that, 
then we must at least resurface Wille," 
said Steil 


Another area earmarked for repaving 


is the Itasca Meadows subdivision at the 
E l k G r o v e Village border near 
Biestei field Road 


Steil said his crews have taken advan- 


tage of some of the warmer days in the 
last few weeks and have started patching 
some of the. larger pavement breaks 
township residents have reported. 


"We make regular inspection runs 


also, but appreciate township residents 
telling us where repairs are needed, he 
added.

Gilbert's new salary compares to $34,700 which was earned

$40.000 earned by Maine Twp. High School Dist, 207's Richard 
Short. 


A list of 1973-74 salaries earned by suburban high school 


superintendents, compiled by the Dist. 214 board, indicates 
that pay ranges from $49,000 for the superintendent of New 
Trier High School Dist. 203 to $26,650 for the superintendent 
of south suburban Lemont High School Dist. 210. 


Streaker discipline protest 


Dist. 214 board member Richard Bachhuber protested dis- 


cipline actions which have been taken against streakers in the 
high schools Monday, but found his objections got little sym- 
pathy from the-rest of the board. 


Bachhuber objected to 9- and 10-day suspensions which have 


been given captured streakers by officials at Arlington, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Prospect high schools. Ten days is the 
maximum suspension school officials can give without taking 
a discipline case to the board. 


Bachhuber said, "The schools are apparently lacking in a 


sense of humor. The kids enjoyed it and if you don't take it 
seriously, it will go away." 
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Supt. Edward Gilbert said he has not ordered school offi- 


cials to give maximum suspensions to streakers but added, 
"We've been taking it seriously. We've taken it as a serious 
infringement on the rights of others." 


Other board membe'rs said they supported the suspensions. 


Board Pres. Gene Artemenko said, "I wouldn't want a 
streaker running past my 15-year-old daughter." 


Computer co-op buried 


The High School Dist. 214 board buried the Northwest Edu- 


cation Cooperative computer co-op Monday, the organization 
it had placed in jeopardy last month. 


The board, acting on behalf of the NEC governing board as 


required by law, approved a resolution notifying Xerox Corp. 
that the co-op will disband and return the computer it had 
contracted to buy from Xerox. 


The computer co-op, which had operated for several years 


with Dist. 214 and seven elementary school districts, was 
.reduced to six members when Dist. 214 and Prospect Heights 
Dist. 23 pulled out last month. The co-op had been criticized 
by Dist. 214 and other districts for providing poor computer 
service. 


A tentative budget was drawn up earlier this month to 


allow the co-op to continue if all six elementary districts 
remained with'the organization. River Trailsi Dist. .26, how- 
ever, voted to withdraw and the,co-op will now disband. 


Dist. 214 has already contracted with Westinghouse Learn- 


ing Corp. for/computer service for next year and has asked 
Westinghouse if it might supply computer service to some 
local elementary districts.
